The Call of the Prophet 

Now the word of the Lord came unto me, saying, Before 
I Itemed thee in the belly I knew thee, suid before thoa 
earnest forth out of the womb I sanctified thee ; I have ap- 
pointed thee a prophet mito the nations. 

Then said I, Ah, Lord God! behold, I cannot speak: 
for I am a child. 

But the Lord said unto me. Say not, I am a child : finr 
to whomsoever I shall send thee thou shalt go, smd what- 
soever I shall command thee thou shalt speak. Be not 
afraid because of them : for I am with thee to deliver thee, 
saith the Lord. Then the Lord put forth his hand, and 
touched my mouth ; and the Lord said unto me. Behold, 
I have put my words in thy mouth : see, I have this day 
set thee over the nations and over the kingdoms, to pluck 
up and to break down, smd to destroy and to overthrow ; 
to build, 2nd to plant. 

Moreover the word of the Lord came unto me, saying, 
Jeremiah, what seest thou? And I said, I see a rod of an 
*■ almond ^ tree. Then said the Lord unto me, Thoo hast 
well seen : for I ' watch * over my word to perform it. And

the word of the Lord came unto me the second time, say- 
ing, What seest thou ? And I said, I see a seething cal- 
dron ; and the face thereof is from the north. Then the 
Lord said unto me. Out of the north evil shall break forth 
upon all the inhabitants of the land. For, lo, I will call all 
the families of the kingdoms of the north, saith the Lord ; 
and they shall come, and they shall set every one his 
throne at the entering of the gates of Jerusalem, and 
against all the walls thereof round about, and against all 
the cities of Judah. And I will utter my judgements 
against them touching all their wickedness ; in that they 
have forsaken me, and have burned incense unto other 
gods, and worshipped the works of their own hands. 
Thou therefore gird up thy loins, and arise, and speak 
unto them all that I command thee : be not dismayed at 
them, lest I dismay thee before them. 

For, behold, I have made thee this day a defenced city, 
and an iron pillar, and brazen walls, against the whole land, 
against the kings of Judah, against the princes thereof, 
against the priests thereof, and against the people of the 
land. And they shall fight against thee ; but they shall 
not prevail against thee: for I am with thee, saith the 
Lord, to deliver thee.

And the word of the Lord came to me, sajdng. Go, 
and cry m the ears of Jerusalem, saying, Thus saith the 
Lord : I remember for thee the kindness of thy youth, the 
love of thine espousals; how thou wentest after me in 
the wilderness, in a land that was not sown. Israel was 
holiness unto the Lord, the firstfruits of his increase : all 
that devour him shall be held g^ty ; evil shall come upon 
them, saith the Lord. Hear ye the word of the Lord, O 
house of Jacob, and all the families of the house of Israel ; 
thus saith the Lord: What unrighteousness have your 
fathers found in me, that they are gone hi from me, and 
have walked after vanity, and are become vain ? Neither 
said they, WHiere is the Lord that brought us up out of 
the land of Egypt; that led us through the wildemess, 
through a land of deserts and of pits, through a land of 
drought and of the shadow of death, through a land that 
none passed through, and where no man dwelt ? And I 
brought you into a plentiful land, to eat the fruit thereof 
and the goodness thereof; but when ye entered, ye defiled 
my land, and made mine heritage an abomination. The 
priests said not. Where is the Lord ? and they that handle 
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the law knew me not : the rulers also transgressed against 
me, and the prophets prophesied by Baal, and walked after 
things that do not profit. 

Wherefore I will yet plead with you, saith the Lord, 
and with your children's children will I plead. For pass 
over to the isles of Kittim, and see ; and send unto Kedar, 
and consider diligently ; and see if there hath been such a 
thing. Hath a nation changed their gods, which yet are 
no gods ? but my people have changed their glory for that 
which doth not profit. Be astonished, O ye heavens^ at 
this, and be horribly afraid, be ye very desolate, saith the 
Lord. For my people have committed two evils; they 
have forsaken me the fountain of living waters, and hewed 
them out cisterns, broken cisterns, that can hold no water. 

Is Israel a servant ? is he a homebom slave ? why is he 
become a prey ? The young lions have roared upon him, 
and yelled : and they have made his land waste ; his cities 
are burned up, without inhabitant. The children also of 
Noph and Tahpanhes have broken the crown of thy head. 
Hast thou not procured this unto thyself, in that thou hast 
forsaken the Lord thy God, when he led thee by the way ? 
And now what hast thou to do in the way to Egypt, to 
drink the waters of Shihor ? or what hast thou to do in the 
way to Ass}Tia, to drink the waters of the River ? Thine 
own wickedness shall correct thee, and thy backslidings 
shall reprove thee : know therefore and see that it is an 
evil thing and a bitter, that thou hast forsaken the Lord 
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thy God, and that my fear is not in thee, saith the Lord, 
the Lord of hosts. For of old time thou hast broken thy 
yoke, and hnist thy bands; and thoa saidst, I will not 
'serve ; for upon every high hill and under every green tree 
thou didst bow thyself, playing the harlot. Yet I had 
planted thee a noble vine, wholly a right seed : how then 
art thou turned into the degenerate plant of a strange vine 
unto me ? For though thou wash thee with lye, and take 
thee much soap, yet thine iniquity is marked before me, 
saith the Lord God. How canst thou say, I am not de- 
filed, I have not gone after the Baalim? see thy way in 
the valley, know what thou hast done: thou art a swift 
dromedary traversing her wajrs; a wild ass used to the 
wilderness, that snuffeth up the wind in her desire ; in her 
occasion who can turn her away ? all they that seek her 
will not weary themselves ; in her month they shall find 
her. Withhold thy foot fi-om being unshod, and thy 
throat from thirst : but thou saidst. There is no hope : no ; 
for I have loved strangers, and after them will I go. As 
the thief is ashamed when he is found, so is the house of 
Israel ashamed ; they, their kings, their princes, and their 
priests, and their prophets ; which say to a stock. Thou art 
my feither ; and to a stone. Thou hast brought me forth : 
for they have turned their back unto me, and not their 
face : but in the time of their trouble they will say, Arise, 
and save us. But where are thy gods that thou hast made 
thee? let them arise, if they can save thee in the time of 
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thy trouble : for according to the number of thy cities are 
thy gods, O Judah. 

Wherefore will ye plead with me? ye all have trans- 
gressed against me, saith the Lord. In vain have I smit- * 
ten your children ; they received no correction : your own 
sword hath devoured your prophets, like a destroying lion. 
O generation, see ye the word of the Lord. Have I been 
a wilderness unto Israel ? or a land of thick darkness ? 
wherefore say my people, We are broken loose ; we will 
come no more unto thee ? Can a maid forget her orna- 
ments, or a bride her attire ? yet my people have forgotten 
me days without number. How trimmest thou thy way to 
seek love! therefore even the wicked women hast thou 
taught thy ways. Also in thy skirts is found the blood of 
souls of the innocent poor : I have not found it at the place 
of breaking in, but upon all these. Yet thou saidst, I am 
innocent ; surely his anger is turned away from me. Be- 
hold, I will enter into judgement with thee, because thou 
sayest, I have not sinned. Why gaddest thou about so 
much to change thy way? thou shalt be ashamed of Egypt 
also, as thou wast ashamed of Assyria. From him also 
shalt thou go forth, with thine hands upon thine head : for 
the Lord hath rejected thy confidences, and thou shalt 
not prosper in them. 

They say. If a man put away his wife, and she go from 
him, and become another man% shall he return unto her 
again ? shall not that land be greatly polluted ? But thou 
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hast played the hariot with many lovers ; yet return again 
to me, saith the Lord. Lift up thine eyes unto the bare 
heights, and see ; where hast thou not been lien with ? 
By the wa3rs hast thou sat for them, as an Arabian in the 
wilderness; and thou hast polluted the land with thy 
whoredoms and with thy wickedness. Therefore the 
showers have been withholden, and there hath been no 
latter rain ; yet thou hadst a whore's forehead, thou re- 
fiisedst to be ashamed. Wilt thou not from this time cry 
unto me, 'My father, thou art the guide of my youth?' 
'Will he retain his anger for ever? will he keep it to the 
end?' Behold, thou hast spoken thus, but hast done evil 
things, and hast had thy way. 



Moreover the Lord said unto me (in the days of Josiah 
the king). Hast thou seen that which backsliding Israel 
hath done? she is gone up upon every high mountam and 
under every green tree, and there hath played the harlot. 
And I said after she had done all these things. She wiU 
return unto me ; but she returned not : and her treacher- 
ous sister Judah saw it. And I saw, when, for this very 
cause that backsliding Israel had committed adultery, I 
had put her away and given her a bill of divorcement, yet 
treacherous Judah her sister feared not ; but she also went 
and played the harlot. And it came to pass through the 
lightness of her whoredom, that the land was polluted, 
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and she committed adultery with stones and with stocks. 
And yet for all this her treacherous sister Judah hath not 
returned unto me with her whole heart, but feignedly, saith 
the Lord. And the Lord said unto me, Backsliding 
Israel hath shewn herself more righteous than treacherous 
Judah. Go, and proclaim these words toward the north, 
and say, Return, thou backsliding Israel, saith the Lord ; 
I will not look in anger upon you : for I am merciful, saith 
the Lord, I will not keep anger for ever. Only acknow- 
ledge thine iniquity, that thou hast transgressed against 
the Lord thy God, and hast scattered thy ways to the 
strangers under every green tree, and ye have not obeyed 
my voice, saith the Lord. Return, O backsliding chil- 
dren, saith the Lord ; for I am a husband unto you : and 
I will take you one of a city, and two of a family, and I 
will bring you to Zion: and I will give you shepherds 
according to mine heart, which shall feed you with know- 
ledge and understanding. And it shall come to pass, 
when ye be multiplied and increased in the land, in those 
days, saith the Lord, they shall say no more, The ark of 
the covenant of the Lord ; neither shall it come to mind : 
neither shall they remember it ; neither shall they visit it ; 
neither shall that be done any more. At that time they 
shall call Jerusalem the throne of the Lord ; and all the 
nations shall be gathered unto it, to the name of the Lord, 
to Jerusalem : neither shall they walk any more after the 
stubbornness of their evil heart. In those days the house 
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of Judah shall walk with the house of Israel, and they 
shall come together out of the land of the north to the 
land that I gave for an inheritance unto your fathers. But 
I said. How shall I put thee among the children, and give 
thee a pleasant land, the goodliest heritage of the nations? 
and I said. Ye shall call me My &ther ; and shall not turn 
away from following me. Surely as a wife treacherously 
departeth frx>m her husband, so have ye dealt treacher- 
ously with me, O house of Israel, saith the Lord. 

A voice is heard tipon the bare heights^ the weeping 
and the supplications of the children of Israel ; for that 
they have perverted their way, they have forgotten the 
Lord their God. 

The Lord 

Return, ye backsliding children, I will heal your back- 
slidings. 

The People 

Behold, we are come unto thee ; for thou art the Lord 
our God. Truly in vain is the help that is looked for from 
the hills, the tumult on the mountains : truly in the Lord 
our God is the salvation of Israel. But the shameful thing 
hath devoured the labour of our fathers from our youth ; 
their flocks and their herds, their sons and their daughters. 
Let US lie down in our shame, and let our confrision cover 
us : lor we have sinned against the Lord our God, we and 
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our fathers, from our youth even unto this day : and we 
have not obeyed the voice of the Lord our God. 

The Lord 

If thou wilt return, O Israel, saith the Lord, unto me 
shalt thou return : and if thou wilt put away thine abomi- 
nations out of my sight, then shalt thou not be removed ; 
and thou shalt swear, As the Lord liveth, in truth, in 
judgement, and in righteousness; and the nations shall 
bless themselves in him, and in him shall they glory.

For thus saith the Lord to the men of Judah and to 
Jerusalem, Break up your fallow ground, and sow not 
among thorns. Circumcise yourselves to the Lord, and 
take away the foreskins of your heart, ye men of Judah 
and inhabitants of Jerusalem : lest my fury go forth like 
fire, and burn that none can quench it, because of the evil 
of your doings.

place ; to make thy land descdate, that thy cities be laid 
waste, without inhabitant.

The Lord 

And it shall come to pass at that day, that the heart of 
the king shall perish, and the heart of the princes ; and 
the priests shall be astonished, and the pn^hets shall 
wonder. 

The Prophet 

Ah, Lord Goo ! sordy thoa hast gre atly deceived this 
people and Jerusalem, saying. Ye shall have peace; idiereas 
the sword readieth onto the soul. 

A CRT TO JUDAH AND JERUSALEM

Though thou dothest thyself with scarlet, though thou 
deckest thee with ornaments of gold, though thou en- 
largest thine eyes with paint, in vain dost thou make thy- 
self £air ; thy lovers despise thee, they seek thy life.

For / have heard a voice as of a woman in travaiiy the 
anguish as of her that bringeth forth her first childy the 
voice of the daughter of Zion^ that gaspeth for breathy that 
spreadeth her handsj saying. Woe is me now! for n^ soul 
fainteth before the murderers,

Run ye to and fro through the streets of Jerusalem, and 
see now, and know, and seek in the broad places thereof^ 
if ye can find a man, if there be any that doeth justly, that 
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seeketh truth ; and I will pardon her. And though they 
say, As the Lord liveth ; surely they swear Msely. 

The Prophet 

O Lord, do not thme eyes look upon truth? thou hast 
stridcen them, but they were not grieved ; thou hast con- 
sumed them, but they have refused to receive correction : 
they have made their btcxs harder than a rock ; they have 
refused to return. Then I said. Surely these are poor: 
they are foolish ; for they know not the way of the Lord, 
nor the judgement of their God : I will get me unto the 
great men, and will speak unto them ; for they know the 
way of the Lord, and the judgement of their God. But 
these with one accord have broken the yoke, and burst the 
bands. 

The Lord 

Wherefore a lion out of the forest shall slay them, a wolf 
of the evenings shaD spoil them, a leopard shall watch over 
their dties, every one that goeth out thence shall be torn 
*n pieces : because their transgressions are many, and their 
badcsUdings are increased. How can I pardon thee? thy 
diildren have forsaken me, and sworn by them that are 
no gods : when I had fed them to the full, they committed 
adultery, and assembled themselves in troops at the harlots' 
houses. They were as fed horses in the morning : every 
one neighed after his neighbour's wife. Shall I not visit 
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for these things ? saith the Lord : and shall not my soul 
be avenged on such a nation as this ?

Go ye up upon her walls, and destroy ; but make not a 
full end: take away her branches: for they are not the 
Lord's. 

The Lord 

For the house of Israel and the house of Judah have 
dealt very treacherously against me, saith the Lord. 
They have denied the Lord, and said, It is not he; 
neither shall evil come upon us; neither shall we see 
sword nor famine : and the prophets shall become wind, 
and the word is not in them : thus shall it be done unto 
them. Wherefore thus saith the Lord, the God of hosts, 
Because ye speak this word, behold, I will make my words 
in thy mouth fire, and this people wood, and it shall de- 
vour them. Lo, I will bring a nation upon you from far, 
O house of Israel : it is a mighty nation, it is an ancient 
nation, a nation whose language thou knowest not, neither 
understandest what they say. Their quiver is an open 
sepulchre, they are all mighty men. And they shall eat 
up thine harvest, and thy bread, which thy sons and thy 
daughters should eat: they shall eat up thy flocks and 
thine herds : they shall eat up thy vines and thy fig trees : 
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they shall beat down thy fenced dties, wherein thou trust- 
esty with the sword. But even in those days, saith the 
Lord, I will not make a full end with you. And it shall 
come to pass, when ye shall say, Wherefore hath the Lord 
our God done all these things unto us? then shalt thou 
say unto them. Like as ye have fq^rsaken me, and served 
strange gods in your land, so shall ye serve strangers in a 
land that is not yours. 

Declare ye this in the house of Jacob, and publish it in 
Judah, saying, Hear now this, O foolish people, and with- 
out understanding ; which have eyes, and see not ; which 
have ears, and hear not : Fear ye not me ? saith the Lord : 
will ye not tremble at my presence, which have placed the 
sand for the bound of the sea, by a perpetual decree, that 
it cannot pass it? and though the waves thereof toss 
themselves, yet can they not prevail ; though they roar, 
yet can they not pass over it. But this people hath a re- 
volting and a rebellious heart ; they are revolted and gone. 
Neither say they in their heart. Let us now fear the Lord 
our God, that giveth rain, both the former and the latter, 
in its season ; that reserveth unto us the appointed weeks 
of the harvest. Your iniquities have turned away these 
things, and your sins have withholden good from you. 
For among my people are found wicked men : they watch, 
as fowlers lie in wait ; they set a trap, they catch men. 
As a cage is full of birds, so are their houses full of deceit : 
therefore they are become great, and waxen rich. They 
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are waxen fiat, they shine : yea, they overpass in deeds of 
wickedness: they plead not the cause, the cause of the 
fatherless, that they should prosper ; and the right of the 
needy do they not judge. Shall I not visit for these 
things ? saith the Lord : shall not my soul be avenged on 
such a nation as this ? * 

A wonderful and horrible thing is come to pass in the 
land ; the prophets prophesy falsely, and the priests bear 
rule by their means ; and my people love to have it so : 
and what will ye do in the end thereof? 

A Cry out of the North 

Flee for safety, ye children of Benjamin, out of the 
midst of Jerusalem, and blow the trumpet in Tekoa, and 
raise up a signal on Beth-haccherem : for evil looketh forth 
from the north, and a great destruction. 

The Lord 

The comely and delicate one, the daughter of Zion, will 
1 cut off. Shepherds with their flocks shall come unto 
her ; they shall pitch their tents against her round about ; 
they shall feed every one in his place. 

The Enemy 

Prepare ye war against her ; arise, and let us go up at 
noon. 
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Thb People 

Woe unto us! for the day dedinethy for the shadows of 
the evening are stretched out. 

The Enemy 

Arise, and let ns go np by night, and let as destroy her 
pahrfs. For thus hath the Lord of hosts said. Hew ye 
down trees, and cast np a mount against Jemsalem : this 
is the city to be visited ; she is wholly oppression in the 
midst of her. 

The Lord 

As a wdl casteth forth her waters, so she casteth forth 
her wickedness : violence and spoil is heard in her ; be- 
fore me oontinoally is sickness and woonds. Be thoa 
instructed, O Jerusalem, lest my soul be alienated from 
thee ; lest I make thee a* desolation, a land not inhabited.

Thus saith the Lord of hosts. They shall throughly 
glean the remnant of Israel as a vine: turn again thine 
hand as a grap^atherer into the baskets. To whom shall 
I speak and testify, that they may hear? behold* their ear

.'I is uncircumcised, and they cannot hearken: behold, the 

word of the Lord is become unto them a reproach ; they 
have no delight in it. Therefore I am full of the fury of 
the Lord ; 1 am weary with holding in : pour it out upon 
the children in the street, and upon the assembly of young 
men together : for even the husband with the wife shall be 
taken, the aged with him that is full of days. And their 
houses shall be turned unto others, their fields and their 
wives together : for 1 will stretch out my hand upon the 
inhabitants of the land, saith the Lord. For from the 
least of them even unto the greatest of them every one is 
given to covetousness ; and from the prophet even tmto 
the priest every one dealeth falsely. They have healed 
also the hurt of my people lightly, saying, Peace, peace ; 
when there is no peace. Were they ashamed when they 
had committed abomination? nay, they were not at all 
i ashamed, neither could they blush: therefore they shall 

] fall among them that fall : at the time that I visit them 

they shall be cast down, saith the Lord. 

Thus saith the Lord, Stand ye in the ways and see, and 
ask for the old paths, where is the good way, and walk 
therein, and ye shall find rest for your souls: but they 
said. We will not walk therein. And I set watchmen over 
you, saying, Hearken to the sound of the trumpet; but 
they said, We will not hearken. Therefore hear, ye na- 
tions, and know, O congregation, what b among them. 
Hear, O earth : behold, I will bring evil upon thb people. 
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even the fruit of their thoughts, because they have not 
hearkened unto my words ; and as for my law, they have 
rejected it. To what purpose cometh there to me frankin- 
cense from Sheba, and the sweet cane from a £ur country? 
your burnt offerings are not acceptable, nor your sacrifices 
pleasing onto me. Therefore thus saith the Lord, Be- 
hold, I will lay stumblingblodcs before this people : and 
the fathers and the sons together shall stumble against 
them ; the neighbour and his friend shall perish. 

The Lord 

Thus saith the Lord, Behold, a people cometh from the 
north country ; and a great nation shall be stirred up from 
the uttermost parts of the earth. They lay hold on bow 
and spear ; they are cruel, and have no mercy ; their voice 
roareth like the sea, and they ride upon horses ; every one 
set in array, as a man to the battle, against thee, O 
daughter of Zion. 

The People 

We have heard the fame thereof; our hands wax feeble : 
anguish hath taken hold of us, and pangs as of a woman 
in travail. Go not forth into the field, nor walk by the 
way ; for there is the sword of the enemy, and terror on 
every side. O daughter of my people, gird thee with sack- 
cloth, and wallow thyself in ashes : make thee mourning, 
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as for an only son, most bitter lamentation ; for the spoiler 
shall suddenly come upon us. 

Epilogue (Jo the Prophet) 

1 have made thee a tower and a fortress among my 
people ; that thou mayest know and try their way. They 
are all grievous revolters, going about with slanders ; they 
are brass and iron : they all of them deal corruptly.

Behold, I, even I, have seen it, sai 
the Lord. But go ye now unto my place which was 
Shiloh, where I caused my name to dwell at the first, ai 
see what I did to it for the wickedness of my peo 
Israel. And now, because ye have done all these work 
saith the Lord, and I spake unto you, rising up early ai 
speaking, but ye heard not ; and 1 called you, but ye a 
swered not : therefore will 1 do unto the house, which 
called by my name, wherein ye trust, and unto the plai 
which 1 gave to you and to your fathers, as I have done 
Shiloh. And I will cast you out of my sight, as I ha^ 
cast out all your brethren, even the whole seed of Ephraii 
Therefore pray not thou for this people, neither lift i 
cry nor prayer for them, neither make intercession to m< 
for 1 will not hear thee. Seest thou not what they do 
the cities of Judah and in the streets of Jerusalem? Tl 
children gather wood, and the fathers kindle the fire, i 
the women knead the dough, to make cakes to the qu( 
of heaven, and to pour out drink offerings unto other go 
that they may provoke me to anger. Do they provoke n 
to anger? saith the Lord ; do they not provoke themselvc 
to the confusion of their own hcesf Therefore thus sail 
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the Lord God : Behold, mine anger and my fury shall be 
poured out upon this place, upon man, and upon beast, 
and upon the trees of the field, and upon the fruit of the 
ground ; and it shall bum, and shall not be quenched. 

Thus saith the Lord of hosts, the God of Israel : Add 
your burnt offerings unto your sacrifices, and eat ye flesh. 
For I spake not unto your fathers, nor commanded them 
in the day that I brought them out of the land of Egypt, 
concerning burnt offerings or sacrifices : but this thing I 
commanded them, sa3dng, Hearken unto my voice, and 
I will be your God, and ye shall be my people : and walk 
ye in all the way that I command you, that it may be well 
with you. But they hearkened not, nor inclined their ear, 
but walked in their own counsels and in the stubbornness 
of their evil heart, and went backward and not forward. 
Since the day that your fathers came forth out of the land 
of Egypt unto this day, I have sent unto you all my servants 
the prophets, daily rising up early and sending them : yet 
they hearkened not unto me, nor inclined their ear, but 
made their neck stiff: they did worse than their Others. 

And thou shalt speak all these words unto them; but 
they will not hearken to thee: thou shalt also call unto 
them ; but they will not answer thee. And thou shalt say 
unto them. This is the nation that hath not hearkened to 
the voice of the Lord their God, nor received instruction : 
truth is perished, and is cut off from their mouth.

Topheth 

Cut off thine hair, O Jerusalem, and cast it away, and 
take up a lamentation on the bare heights ; for the Lord 
hath rejected and forsaken the generation of his wrath. 
For the children of Judah have done that which is evil in 
my sight, saith the Lord : they have set their abomina- 
tions in the house which is called by my name, to defile it. 
And they have built the high places of Topheth, which 
is in the valley of the son of Hinnom, to bum their sons 
and their daughters in the fire ; which I commanded not, 
neither came it into my mind. Therefore, behold, the 
days come, saith the Lord, that it shall no more be called 
Topheth, nor The valley of the son of Hinnom, but The 
valley of Slaughter : for they shall bury in Topheth, till there 
be no place to bury. And the carcases of this people shall 
be meat for the fowls of the heaven, and for the beasts of the 
earth ; and none shall fray them away. Then will I cause 
to cease from the cities of Judah, and from the streets of 
Jerusalem, the voice of mirth and the voice of gladness, 
the voice of the bridegroom and the voice of the bride : 
for the land shall become a waste. 

At that time, saith the Lord, they shall bring out the 
bones of the kings of Judah, and the bones of his princes, 
and the bones of the priests, and the bones of the prophets,

and the bones of the inhabitants of Jerusalem, out of their 
graves: and they shall spread them before the sim, and 
the moon, and all the host of heaven, whom they have 
loved, and whom they have served, and after whom they 
have walked, and whom they have sought, and whom 
they have worshipped: they shall not be gathered, nor 
be buried ; they shall be for dung upon the £sice of the 
earth. And death shall be chosen rather than life by all 
the residue that remain of this evil fEunily, which remain in 
all the places whither I have driven them, saith the Lord 
of hosts.

The Hurt of the Daughter of my People 

Thus saith the Lord : Shall men fall, and not rise up 
again? shall one turn away, and not return? Why then is 
this people of Jerusalem slidden back by a perpetual back- 
sliding? they hold fast deceit, they refuse to return. I 
hearkened and heard, but they spake not aright : no man 
repenteth him of his wickedness, saying, What have I done? 
every one tumeth to his course, as a horse that rusheth 
headlong in the battle. Yea, the stork in the heaven 
knoweth her appointed times; and the turtle and the 
swallow and the crane observe the time of their coming ;

And they 
have healed the hurt of the daughter of my people lightly, 
saying, Peace, peace ; when there is no peace. Were they 
ashamed when they had committed abomination? nay, 
they were not at all ashamed, neither could they blush : 
therefore shall they fall among them that fall : in the time 
of their visitation they shall be cast down, saith the Lord. 
I will utterly consume them, saith the Lord : there shall 
be no grapes on the vine, nor figs on the fig tree, and the 
leaf shall fade; and the things that I have given them 
shall pass away from them. 

The People 

Why do we sit still? assemble yourselves, and let us 
enter into the defenced cities, and let us be silent there : 
for the Lord our God hath put us to silence, and given us 
water of gall to drink, because we have sinned against the 
Lord. We looked for peace, but no good came ; and for 
a time of healing, and behold dismay! The snorting of his

The Lord 

Why have they provoked me to anger with thefr graven 
images, and with strange vanities? 

The People 

The harvest is past, the summer is ended, and we are 
not saved! 
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The Prophet 

For the hurt of the daughter of my people am I hurt : ] 
am black ; astonishment hath taken hold on me. Is there 
no balm in Gilead? is there no physician there? why then 
is not the health of the daughter of my people recovered! 
Oh that my head were waters, and mine eyes a fountain oi 
tears, that I might weep day and night for the slain of the 
daughter of my people! Oh that I had in the wilderness 
a lodging place of wayfaring men ; that I might leave m} 
people and go from them! for they be all adulterers, an 
assembly of treacherous men. And they bend their tongue 
as it were their bow for falsehood; and they are grown 
strong in the land, but not for truth.

TAe ward which came unto Jeremiah from the LORDj 
when king Zedekiah sent unto him Pashhur the son of 
Malchiak, and Zephaniah the son of Macua'ah the priest j 
sayings Inquire^ I pray thee^ of the Lord for us ; for 
N^dnickadrezzar king of Babylon maketh war against us : 
peradrueniure the Lord wiU deal with us according to all 
his wondrous works ^ that he nusy go up from us. Then 
said Jeremiah unto them : 

Thus shall ye say to Zedekiah, Thus saith the Lord, 
the God of Israel : Behold, I will turn back the weapons of 
war that are in your hands, wherewith ye fight against the 
king of Babylon, and against the Chaldeans which besiege 
you, without the walls, and I will gather them into the 
midst of this dty. And I myself will fight against you 
with an outstretched hand and with a strong arm, even in 
anger, and in fiuy', and in great wrath.

On False Prophets 

Mine heart within me is broken, all my bones shake ; I 
am like a dnmken man, and like a man whom wine hath 
overcome ; because of the Lord, and because of his holy 
words. For the land is fuU of adulterers ; for because of 
swearing the land moumeth ; the pastures of the wilder- 
ness are dried up ; and their course is evU, and their force 
is not right. For both prophet and priest are profuie ; 
yea, in my house have I found their wickedness, saith the 
Lord. Wherefore their way shall be unto them as sUp- 
pery (daces in the darkness : they shall be driven on, and 
bH therein : for I will bring evil upon them, even the year 
of their visitation, saith the Lord. And I have seen folly 
in the prophets of Samaria ; they prophesied by Baal, and 
caused my people Israel to err. In the prophets of Jeru- 
salem also I have seen an horrible thing: they commit 
aduhery, and walk in lies, and they strengthen the hands 
oi evil-doers, that none doth return from his wickedness : 
they are all of them become unto me as Sodom, and the 
inhabitants thereof as Gomorrah. 

Therefore thus saith the Lord of hosts concerning the 
prophets : Behold, I will feed them with wormwood, and 
make them drink the water of gall : for from the prophets 
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of Jerusalem is pro£ineness gone forth into all the land. 
Thus saith the Lord of hosts, Hearken not unto the 
words of the prophets that prophesy unto you ; they teach 
you vanity : they speak a vision of their own heart, and 
not out of the mouth of the Lord. They say continually 
unto them that despise me, The Lord hath said, Ye 
shall have peace ; and unto every one that walketh in the 
stubbornness of his own heart they say. No evil shall 
come upon you. For who hath stood in the council of 
the Lord, that he should perceive and hear his word? 
who hath marked my word, and heard it ? Behold, the 
tempest of the Lord, even his fury, is gone forth, yea, a 
whirling tempest: it shall burst upon the head of the 
wicked. The anger of the Lord shall not return, until he 
have executed, and till he have performed the intents of 
his heart : in the latter days ye shall understand it per- 
fectly. I sent not these prophets, yet they ran : I spake 
not unto them, yet they prophesied. But if they had stood 
in my council, then had they caused my people to hear my 
words, and had turned them from their evil way, and from 
the evil of their doings. Am I a God at hand, saith the 
Lord, and not a God afar off ? Can any hide himself in 
secret places that I shall not see him ? saith the Lord. 
Do not I fill heaven and earth ? saith the Lord. I have 
heard what the prophets have said, that prophesy lies in 
my name, saying, I have dreamed, I have dreamed. How 
long shall this be in the heart of the prophets that 
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prophesy lies; even the prophets of the deceit of their 
own heart ? which think to cause m\* people to forget my 
name by their dreams which they tell every man to his 
neighbour, as their Others forgat my name for Baal. The 
pfophet that hath a dream, let him tell a dream : and he 
that hath my word, let him speak my word faithfully. 
What is the straw to the wheat ? saith the Lord. Is not 
mj word like as fire? saith the Lord ; and like a hanmier 
that bieaketh the rock in pieces ? 

Therefore, behold, I am against the prophets, saith the 
LoRD^ that steal my words ever}* one from his neighbour. 
Behold, I am against the prophets, saith the Lord, that 
use their tongues, and say. He saith. Behold, I am against 
them that prophesy h'ing dreams, saith the Lord, and do 
tell them, and cause my people to err by their lies, and by 
their vain boasting : yet I sent them not, nor commanded 
them : neither shall they profit this people at all. saith the 
Lord. And when this people, or the prophet, or a priest, 
shall ask thee, saying. What is the burden of the Lord? 
then shalt thou say unto them. What " burden * ! I will cast 
jou oSf saith the Lord. And as for the prophet and the 
priest, and the people, that shall say. The * burden * of the 
Lord, I will even punish that man and his house. Thus 
shall ye say every one to his neighbour, and every one to 
his Inrother, What hath the Lord answered ? and. What 
hath the Lord spoken ? And the *• burden * of the Lord 
shall ye mention no more : for every man s own word shall 
H 97

be his ' burden ' ; for ye have perverted the words of the liv- 
ing God, of the Lord of hosts our God. Thus shalt thou 
say to the prophet, What hath the Lord answered thee ?

' burden ' of the Lord ; therefore thus saith the Lord : Be- 
cause ye say this word. The ' burden ' of the Lord, and I 
have sent unto you, saying. Ye shall not say. The ' burden ' 
of the Lord ; therefore, behold, I will utterly forget you, 
and I will cast you off, and the city that I gave unto you 
and to your fathers, away from my presence : and I will 
bring an everlasting reproach upon you, and a perpetual 
shame, which shall not be forgotten.

BOOK VII 

OCCASIOXAL AXD COXTROVERSIAL 

PROPHECIES 



Emblem of the Rgs 

The Lord shewed me, and, behold, two baskets of figs 
set before the temple of the Lord ; after that Nebuchad- 
rezzar king of Babylon had carried away captive Jeconiah 
the son of Jehoiakim, king of Judah, and the princes of 
Jndahy with the craftsmen and smiths, from Jerusalem, and 
had brought them to Babylon. One basket had very good 
ngSy like the figs that are first rip>e : and the other basket 
had very bad figs, which could not be eaten, they were so 
bad. Then said the Lord unto me. What seest thou, 
Jeremiah ? And I said. Figs ; the good figs, very good : 
and the bad, very bad. that cannot be eaten, they are so 
bad. And the word of the Lord came unto me, saying. 
Thus saith the Lord, the God of Israel : Like these good 
figs, so will I regard the captives of Judab, whom I have 
sent out of this place into the land of the Chaldeans, for 
good. For I will set mine eyes upon them for good, and I 
will bring them again to this land : and I will build them, 
and not pull them down : and I will plant them, and not 
pluck them up. And I will give them an heart to know 
me, that I am the Lord : and they shall be my people. 
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and I will be their God : for they shall return unto me with 
their whole heart. And as the bad figs, which cannot be 
eaten, they are so bad; surely thus saith the Lord, So 
will I give up Zedekiah the king of Judah, and his princes, 
and the residue of Jerusalem, that remain in this land, and 
them that dwell in the land of Egypt : I will even give 
them up to be tossed to and fro among all the kingdoms 
of the earth for evil ; to be a reproach and a proverb, a 
taunt and a curse, in all places whither I shall drive them. 
And I will send the sword, the famine, and the pestilence, 
among them, till they be consumed from off the land that 
I gave unto them and to their fathers.

The Cup of the Lord's Fury 

The word that came to Jeremiah concerning all the peo- 
ple of Judah in the fourth year of Jehoiakim the son of 
fosiahj king of Judah ; the same was the first year of 
Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon ; the which Jeremiah the 
prophet spake unto all the people of Judahy and to all the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem^ saying: 

From the thirteenth year of Josiah the son of Amon, 
king of Judah, even unto this day, these three and twenty 
years, the word of the Lord hath come unto me, and I 
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lizve spoken onto you, rising up early and speaking ; but 
ye haTe not hearkened. And the Lord hath sent unto 
JOQ all his servants the prophets, rising up early and sending 
tiiem; but ye have not hearkened, nor inclined your ear 
to hear ; saying, Return ye now every one from his evil 
way, and from the evil of your doings, and dwell in the 
land that the Lord hath given unto you and to your 
fithersy from of old and even for evermore : and go not 
after other gods to serve them, and to worship them, and 
pnyvoke me not to anger with the work of your hands ; 
and I win do you no hurt. Yet ye have not hearkened 
onto me, saith the Lord ; that ye might provoke me to 
ai^er with the work of your hands to your own hurt 
Therefore thus saith the Lord of hosts : Because ye have 
not heard my words, behold, I vnH send and take all the 
£unilies of the north, saith the Lord, and I will send unto 
Ndxichadrezzar the king of Babylon, my ser\'ant, and will 
bring them against this land, and against the inhabitants 
thereof and against all these nations round about ; and I 
win utterly destroy them, and make them an astonishment, 
and an hissing, and perpetual desolations. Moreover I 
win take from them the voice of mirth and the voice of 
gladness, the voice of the bridegroom and the voice of the 
bride, the sound of the millstones, and the light of the 
candle. And this whole land shall be a desolation, and 
an astonishment ; and these nations shall ser\'e the king 
of Babylon seventy years. And it shaU come to pass, 
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when seventy years are accomplished, that I will punish 
the king of Babylon, and that nation, saith the Lord, for 
their iniquity, and the land of the Chaldeans ; and I will 
make it desolate for ever. And I will bring upon that 
land all my words which I have pronounced against it, 
even all that is written in this book, which Jeremiah hath 
prophesied against all the nations. For many nations and 
great kings shall serve themselves of them, even of them : 
and I will recompense them according to their deeds, and 
according to the work of their hands. 

For thus saith the Lord, the God of Israel, unto me : 
Take the cup of the wine of this fury at my hand, and 
cause all the nations, to whom I send thee, to drink it. 
And they shall drink, and reel to and fro, and be mad, 
because of the sword that I will send among them. Then 
took I the cup at the Lord^s hand, and made all the 
nations to drink, unto whom the Lord had sent me : 
Jerusalem, and the cities of Judah, and the kings thereof, 
and the princes thereof, to make them a desolation, an 
astonishment, an hissing, and a curse ; as it is this day ; 
Pharaoh king of Egypt, and his servants, and his princes, 
and all his people ; and all the mingled people, and all the 
kings of the land of Uz, and all the kings of the land of 
the Philistines, and Ashkelon, and Gaza, and Ekron, and 
the remnant of Ashdod ; Edom, and Moab, and the chil- 
dren of Amnion ; and all the kings of Tyre, and all the 
kings of Zidon, and the kings of the isle which is beyond 
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the sea : Dedan, and Tema, and Buz, and all that have the 
comers of their hair polled ; and all the kings of Arabia, 
and all the kings of the mingled people that dwell in the 
irildemess ; and all the kings of Zimri, and all the kings of 
Elaniy and all the kings of the Medes ; and all the kings 
of the north, far and near, one with another ; and all the 
Idngdoms of the world, which are upon the face of the 
earth: and the king of Si^tsljad; shall drink after them. 
And thoa shalt say unto them. Thus saith the Lord of 
hosts, the God of Israel : Drink ye, and be drunken, and 
spaCf and fall, and rise no more, because of the sword 
which I will send among you. And it shall be, if they 
refiise to take the cup at thine hand to drink, then shalt 
thoa say onto thenu Thus saith the Lord of hosts: Ye 
shall sorely drink. For, lo, 1 begin to work evil at the dty 
which is called by my name, and should ye be utterly un- 
punished? Ye shall not be unpunished : for 1 will call for 
a sword upon all the inhabitants of the earth, saith the 
Lord of hosts. Therefore prophesy thou against them 
all these words, and say unto them. The Lord shall roar 
from on high, and utter his voice from his holy habitation : 
he shall mightily roar against his fold: he shall give a 
shoot, as they that tread the grapes, against all the in- 
habitants of the earth. A noise shall come even to the 
end of the earth ; for the Lord hath a controversy with 
the nations, he will plead with all flesh : as for the wicked, 
he wOl g^ve them to the sword, saith the Lord. 
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LoRD^s house, and speak onto all the dties of Judah, 
iHiich come to worship in the Lord's house, all the words 
that I command thee to speak unto them ; keep not bad^ 
a word. It may be they will hearken, and turn every 
man from his evil way ; that I may repent me of the evU, 
which I purpose to do unto them because of the evil of 
their doings. And thou shalt say unto them. Thus saith 
the Lord : if ye will not hearken to me, to walk in my 
law, which I have set before you, to hearken to the words 
of my servants the prophets, whom 1 send unto you, 
even rising up early and sending them, but ye have not 
hearkened ; then will I make this house like Shiloh, and 
win make this dty a curse to all the nations of the earth. 

And the priests and the prophets and all the people 
heard Jeremiah speaking these words in the house of the 
Lord. And it came to pass, when Jeremiah had made an 
end of speaking all that the Lord had commanded him to 
speak unto all the people, that the priests and the prophets 
and all the people laid hold on him, sajring, Thou shalt 
sorely die. Why hast thou prophesied in the name of the 
Lord, saying. This house shall be like Shiloh, and this 
city shall be desolate, without inhabitant? And all the 
people were gathered unto Jeremiah in the house of the 
Lord. 

And when the princes of Judah heard these things, they 
came up from the king^s house unto the house of the 
Lord ; and they sat in the entry of the new gate of the 
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and intneat the favour of the Lord, and the Lord repented 
him of the evil which he had pronounced against them? 
Thus should we commit great evil against our own souls. 

And there was also a man that prophesied in the name 
of the Lord, Uriah the son of Shemaiah of Kiriath-jearim : 
and he prophesied against this dty and against this land 
according to all the words of Jeremiah : and when Jehoia- 
1dm the king^ with all his mighty men. and all the princes, 
heaud his words, the king sought to put him to death ; but 
when Uriah heard it, he was afinaid, and fled, and went into 
Egypt: and Jehoiakim the king sent men into Egypt, 
nanidy, Elnathan the son of Achbor. and certain men 
with him, into Egypt: and they fetched forth Uriah out 
of Egypt, and brought him unto Jehoiakim the king ; who 
slew him with the sword, and cast his dead body into the 
graves of the common people. But the hand of Ahikam 
the son of Shaphan was with Jeremiah, that they should 
not give him into the hand of the people to put him to 
death.

The Prophecy of the Yoke 

In the b^inning of the reign of Jehoiakim the son of 
Josiah, king of Judah, came this word unto Jeremiah from 
the Lord, sajing, Thus saith the Lord to me : Make thee 
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bands and bars, and put them upon thy neck ; and send 
them to the king of Edom, and to the king of Moab, and 
to the king of the children of Ammon, and to the king of 
Tyre, and to the king of Zidon, by the hand of the mes- 
sengers which come to Jerusalem unto Zedekiah king of 
Judah ; and give them a charge unto their masters, saying, 
Thus saith the Lord of hosts, the God of Israel : Thus 
shall ye say unto yoiu* masters; I have made the earth, 
the man and the beast that are upon the face of the earth, 
by my great power and by my outstretched arm; and I 
give it unto whom it seemeth right unto me. And now 
have I given all these lands into the hand of Nebuchad- 
nezzar the king of Babylon, my servant ; and the beasts 
of the Held also have I given him to serve him. And all 
the nations shall serve him, and his son, and his son^s son, 
until the time of his own land come : and then many 
nations and great kings shall serve themselves of him. 
And it shall come to pass, that the nation and the king- 
dom which will not serve the same Nebuchadnezzar king 
of Babylon, and that will not put their neck under the yoke 
of the king of Babylon, that nation will I punish, saith 
the Lord, with the sword, and with the famine, and with 
the pestilence, until I have consumed them by his hand. 
But as for you, hearken ye not to your prophets, nor to your 
diviners, nor to your dreams, nor to your soothsayers, nor 
to your sorcerers, which speak unto you, saying. Ye shall 
not serve the king of Babylon : for they prophesy a lie 
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onto you, to remove you hue from your land ; and that I 
should drive you out and ye should perish. But the nation 
that shall bring their neck under the yoke of the king of 
Babylon, and serve him, that nation will I let remain in 
their own land, saith the Lord; and they shall till it, 
and dwell therein. 

And I spake to Zedekiah king of Judah according to all 
these words, saying. Bring your necks under the yoke of 
the king of Babylon, and serve him and his people, and 
live. Why will ye die, thou and thy people, by the sword, 
bj the fiunine, and by the pestilence, as the Lord hath 
spc^en concerning the nation that wiQ not serve the king 
of Babylon? And hearken not unto the words of the 
piophets that speak unto you saying, Ye shall not serve the 
Idng of Babylon : for they prophesy a lie unto you. For 
I have not sent them, saith the Lord, but they prophesy 
£dsely in my name ; that I might drive you out, and that 
ye might perish, ye, and the prophets that prophesy unto 
you. Also I spake to the priests and to all this people, 
sajring^ Thus saith the Lord : Hearken not to the words 
of your prophets that prophesy unto you, saying. Behold, 
the vessels of the Lord's house shall now shortly be 
brought again from Babylon : for they prophesy a lie unto 
you. Hearken not unto them ; serve the king of Babylon, 
and tive : wherefore should this dty become a desolation ? 
But if they be prophets, and if the word of the Lord be 
with them, let them now make intercession to the Lord of 
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hosts, that the vessels which are left in the house of the 
Lord, and in the house of the king of Judah, and at Jeru- 
salem, go not to Babylon. For thus saith the Lord of 
hosts concerning the pillars, and concerning the sea, and 
concerning the bases, and concerning the residue of the 
vessels that are left in this city, which Nebuchadnezzar 
king of Babylon took not, when he carried away captive 
Jeconiah the son of Jehoiakim, king of Judah, from Jeru- 
salem to Babylon, and all the nobles of Judah and Jerusa- 
lem ; yea, thus saith the Lord of hosts, the God of Israel, 
concerning the vessels that are left in the house of the 
Lord, and in the house of the king of Judah, and at Jeru- 
salem : They shall be carried to Babylon, and there shall 
they be, until the day that I visit them, saith the Lord ; 
then will I bring them up, and restore them to this place. 

And it came to pass the same year, in the beginning of 
the reign of Zedekiah king of Judah, in the fourth year, 
in the fifth month, that Hananiah the son of Azzur the 
prophet, which was of Gibeon, spake unto me in the house 
of the Lord, in the presence of the priests and of all the 
people, saying. Thus speaketh the Lord of hosts, the God 
of Israel, saying : I have broken the yoke of the king of 
Babylon. Within two full years will I bring again into 
this place all the vessels of the Lord's house, that Nebu- 
chadnezzar king of Babylon took away from this place, and 
carried them to Babylon : and I will bring again to this 
place Jeconiah the son of Jehoiakim, king of Judah, with 
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an the captives of Jodah, that went to Babylon, saith the 
LOKD : for I will break the yoke of the king of Babylon. 
Then the prophet Jeremiah said unto the prophet Hana- 
niah in the presence of the priests, and in the presence of 
all tibe people that stood in the house of the Lord, even 
the prophet Joremiah said, Amen : the Lord do so : the 
LOKD perform thy words which thou hast prophesied, 
to bring again the vessels of the Lord's house, and all 
diem of the captivity, from Babylon unto this place. 
Nevertheless hear thou now this word that I speak in 
tliine ears, and in the ears of all the people: The 
prophets that have been before me and before thee of 
old pn^hesied against many countries, and against great 
Idngdoms, of war, and of evil, and of pestilence. The 
pn^het which prophesieth of peace, when the word of 
the prophet shall come to pass, then shall the prophet 
be known, that the Lord hath truly sent him. Then 
Hananiah the prophet took the bar from off the prophet 
Jeremiah^s neck, and brake it. And Hananiah spake in 
the presence of all the people, saying. Thus saith the 
Lord : Even so will I break the yoke of Nebuchadnezzar 
king of Babylon within two frdl years from off the nedc 
of all the nations. And the prophet Jeremiah went his 



Then the word of the Lord came unto Jeremiah, after 
that Hananiah the prophet had broken the bar from off 
the nedc of the prophet Jeremiah, sajring, Go, and tell 
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Hananiahy saying, Thus saith the Lord: Thou hast 
broken the bars of wood ; but thou shalt make in their 
stead bars of iron. For thus saith the Lord of hosts, the 
God of Israel : I have put a yoke of iron upon the neck of 
all these nations, that they may serve Nebuchadnezzar 
king of Babylon ; and they shall serve him : and I have 
given him the beasts of the field also. Then said the 
prophet Jeremiah unto Hananiah the prophet, Hear now, 
Hananiah ; the Lord hath not sent thee ; but thou mak- 
est this people to trust in a lie. Therefore thus saith the 
Lord, Behold, I will send thee away from off the face of 
the earth : this year thou shalt die, because thou hast 
spoken rebellion against the Lord. So Hananiah the 
prophet died the same year in the seventh month. 



Epistle to the Elders of the Captivity 

ATow these are the wards of the letter thcU yeremiah the 
prophet sent from Jerusalem unto the residue of the elders 
of the captivity y and to the priest s^ and to the prophets y and 
to all the people, whom Nebuchadnezzar had carried away 
captive from Jerusalem to Babylon : (after that Jeconiah 
the king, and the queen-mothery and the eunuchs, and the 
princes of Judah and JerusaUm, and the craftsmen, and 
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ikt smiiiksj were departed from yerusalem ;) by the hand 
mf Elasak the son of Shaphan^ and Gemariah the son of 
HiUdaky {whom Zedekiah king of Judah sent unto Babylon 
is Nebnchadnezxar king of Babylon^ saying: 

Thus saith the Lord of hosts, the God of IsraeL unto 
all the capti\rity, whom I have caused to be carried away 
Gaq)tive from Jerusalem unto Babylon: Build ye houses, 
and dwell in them : and plant gardens, and eat the fruit of 
them : take ye wives, and beget sons and daughters : and 
take wives for your sons, and give your daughters to hus- 
bondSy that they may bear sons and daughters : and mul- 
tiply ye there, and be not diminished. And seek the peace 
of the dty whither I have caused you to be carried away 
captive, and pray unto the Lord for it : for in the peace 
thereof shall ye have peace. For thus saith the Lord of 
hosts, the God of Israel : Let not your prophets that be in 
the midst of you, and your diviners, deceive you, neither 
hearken ve to vour dreams which ve cause to be dreamed. 
For they prophesy 6dsely unto you in my name : I have 
not sent them, saith the Lord. For thus saith the Lord, 
After seventy years be accomplished for Babylon, I will 
visit yoo, and perform my good word toward you, in caus- 
ing yoa to return to this place. For I know the thoughts 
that I think toward you, saith the Lord, thoughts of 
peace, and not of evil, to give you hope in your latter end. 
And je shall call upon me, and ye shall go and pray unto 
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me, and I will hearken unto you. And ye shall seek me, 
and find me, when ye shall search for me with all your 
heart. And I will be found of you» saith the Lord, and I 
will turn again your captivity, and I will gather you from 
all the nations, and from all the places whither I have 
driven you, saith the Lord ; and I will bring you again 
unto the place whence I caused you to be carried away 
captive. For ye have said* The Lord hath raised os up 
prophets in Babylon. For thus saith the Lord concern- 
ing the king that sitteth upon the throne of David, and 
concerning all the people that dwell in this dty, your 
brethren that are not gone ^>rth with you into captivity ; 
thus saith the Lord of hosts : BehokU I wUl send upon 
them the sword, the £umne« and the pestileace. and will 
make thenx like vile ngs« that cannot be eaten, they are so 
bad. And I will pursue after them with the sword, with 
the ^Lmice. and with the pestilence* and wiU deliver them 
to be tossed to and fro among all the kingdoms of the 
earth, to be an e:Kecratioau and an astoaishmest, and an 
hissing, and a reproach^ among aU the natioiis whither I 
have driven them : because they have not hearkeaed U> 
SQV words« saith the Iahux wherewith I sent «tttt> thciM 
cay senruLts the prophets, rising up cariy aad f»«><^»g 
them : bet ve would not hear* saith the LoRix Hear ve 
:h^:f^!ore the word of the Lorxk all ye of the capdvity, 
« horn I have sent away from Jenrrifem to BahylMk 
Thus saiEj^ the Lord of hosts, t^ God of ls»ei, cooh 
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ceming Ahab the son of Kolaiah, and concerning Zedekiah 
the son of Maaseiah, which prophesy a lie unto you in my 
name : Behold, I will deliver them into the hand of Nebu- 
chadrezzar Idng of Babylon ; and he shall slay them before 
joor eyes ; and of them shall be taken up a curse by all 
the captives of Judah which are in Babylon, sanng. The 
Lord make thee like Zedekiah and like Ahab, whom the 
king of Babylon roasted in the fire: because they have 
WTooght folly in Israel, and have committed adultery with 
their neighbours^ wives, and have spoken words in my 
name £dsely, which I commanded them not ; and I am he 
that knoweth, and am witness, saith the LORX>. 

And concerning Shemaiah the Nehelamite thou shalt 
speak, saying. Thus speaketh the Lord of hosts, the God 
cl Israel, saying. Because thou hast sent letters in thine 
own name unto all the people that are at Jerusalem, and to 
Zephaniah the son of Maaseiah the priest, and to all the 
priests, saying, Th^ Lord hath made thee priest in the 
stead of yefunada the priest ^ thai ye should be officers in 
the house of the LoRDj for every man that is mad^ and 
maJuth himself a prophet ^ that thou shouldest put him in 
the stocks and in shackles. Now therefore^ why hast thou 
not rekuked yeremiah of AnathotK which maketh himself 
a prophet to you^ forasmuch as lie hath sent unto us in 
Babylon^ saying. The captivity is long: build ye houses^ and 
dwell in them ; and plant gardens^ and eat the fruit of 
them t and Zephaniah the priest read this letter in the ears

Tfae Restoration of Judah 

For thus ssdth the Lord: We have heard a voice of 
trembling, of fear, and not of peace. Ask ye now, and see 
whether a man doth travail with child : wherefore do I see 
every man with his hands on his loins, as a woman in 
travail, and all faces are turned into paleness? Alas! for 
that day is great, so that none is like it : it is even the 
time of Jacob's trouble ; but he shall be saved out of it. 

And it shall come to pass in that day, saith the Lord c^ 
hosts, that I will break his yoke from off thy neck, and 
win burst thy bands ; and strangers shall no more serve 
themselves of him : but they shall serve the Lord their 
God, and David their king, whom I will raise up unto 
* them. Therefore fear thou not, O Jacob my servant, saith 
the Lord ; neither be dismayed, O Israel : for, lo, I will 
save thee from a£Eir, and thy seed from the land of their 
capdvity ; and Jacob shaU return, and shaU be quiet and 
at ease, and none shall make him afraid. For I am with 
thee, saith the Lord, to save thee : for I wiU make a full 
end of aU the nations whither I have scattered thee, but I 
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will not make a full end of thee ; but I will correct thee 
with judgement, and will in no wise leave thee unpunished. 

For thus saith the Lord, Thy hurt is incurable, and thy 
wound grievous. There is none to plead thy cause, that 
thou mayest be bound up : thou hast no healing medicines. 
All thy lovers have forgotten thee; they seek thee not; 
for I have wounded thee with the wound of an enemy, 
with the chastisement of a cruel one ; for the greatness of 
thine iniquity, because thy sins were increased. Why 
criest thou for thy hurt? thy pain is incurable: for the 
greatness of thine iniquity, because thy sins were increased, 
I have done these things unto thee. 

Therefore all they that devour thee shall be devoured ; 
and all thine adversaries, every one of them, shall go into 
captivity ; and they that spoil thee shall be a spoil, and all 
that prey upon thee will I give for a prey. For I will 
restore health unto thee, and I will heal thee of thy 
wounds, saith the Lord; because they have called thee 
an outcast, saying, It is Zion, whom no man seeketh after. 
Thus saith the Lord : Behold, I will turn again the cap- 
tivity of Jacobus tents, and have compassion on his dwell- 
ing places ; and the dty shall be builded upon her own 
heap, and the palace shall remain after the manner thereof. 
And out of them shall proceed thanksgiving and the voice 
of them that make merry : and I will multiply them, and 
they shall not be few ; I will also glorify them, and they 
shall not be small. Their children also shall be as afore- 
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tiiiiey and their congregation shall be established before 
me, and I will punish all that oppress them. And their 
prince shall be of themselves, and their ruler shall pro- 
ceed from the midst of them ; and I will cause him to 
draw near, and he shall approach unto me : for who is he 
that hath had boldness to approach unto me? saith the 
Lord. And ye shall be my people, and I will be your 
God.

The Restoration of Israel 

Behold, the tempest of the Lord, even his fiir}', is gone 
forth, a sweeping tempest : it shall burst upon the head 
of the wicked. The fierce anger of the Lord shall not 
letom, until he have executed, and till he have performed 
the intents of his heart : in the latter days ye shall under- 
stand it. 

At that time, saith the Lord, will I be the God of all 
the £unilies of Israel, and they shall be my people. Thus 
ssdth the Lord, The people which were left of the sword 
found grace in the wilderness ; even Israel, when I went 
to cause him to rest. The Lord appeared of old unto 
me, sa3ring.

Tke word that came to Jeremiah from the Lord iA the 
tetUk year of Zedekiah king of yudah^ which was the 
eigkleemth year of NebucJiadreszar. 

Now at that time the king of Babylon's army besieged 
Jerusalem : and Jeremiah the prophet \s*as shut up in the 
court of the guard, which was in the king of Judah*s house. 
For Zedekiah king of Judah had shut him up, saying, 
Wherefore dost thou prophesy, and say, * Thus saith the 
Lord, Behold, I will give this city into the hand of the 
king of Babylon, and he shall take it: and Zedekiah king 
of Judah shall not escape out of the hand of the Chal- 
but shall surely be delivered into the hand of the 
of Babylon, and shall speak with him mouth to mouth, 
and his eves shall behold his eves : and he shall lead Zede- 
kiah to Babylon, and there shall he be until I %'isit him, 
saith the Lord : though ye fight with the Chaldeans, ye 
shall not prosper?' 

And Jeremiah said. The word of the Lord came unto 
me, saying: Behold. Hanamel the son of Shallum thine 
nnde shall come unto thee, saying. Buy thee my field that 
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Baroch the son of Neriah, I prayed unto the Lord, saying : 
Ah Lord God! behold, thou hast made the heaven and the 
earth by thy great power and by thy stretched out arm ; 
time is notMng too hard for thee : which shewest mercy 
unto thousands, and recompensest the iniquity of the fathers 
into the bosom of their children after them : the great, the 
mighty God, the Lord of hosts is his name: great in 
counsel, and mighty in work : whose eyes are open upon 
aU the ways of the sons of men; to give every one 
aooording to his ways, and according to the fruit of his 
doings : which didst set signs and wonders in the land of 
Egypt, even unto this day, both in Israel and among other 
men ; and madest thee a name, as at this day ; and didst 
bring forth thy people Israel out of the land of Egypt 
with ^gns, and with wonders, and with a strong hand, 
and with a stretched out arm, and with great terror ; and 
them this land, which thou didst swear to their 
to give them, a land flowing with milk and honey : 
and they came in, and possessed it ; but they obeyed not 
thy voice, neither walked in thy law; they have done 
nothing of all that thou commandedst them to do : there- 
fore thou hast caused all this e\nl to come upon them: 
behold the mounts, they are come unto the city to take 
it ; and the dty is given into the hand of the Chaldeans 
that fight against it, because of the sword, and of the 
£uiine, and of the pestilence : and what thou hast spoken 
is come to pass; and, behold, thou seest it. And thou 
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hast said unto me, O Lord God, Buy thee the field for 
money, and call witnesses ; whereas the city is given into 
the hand of the Chaldeans. 

Then came the word of the Lord unto Jeremiah, saying, 
Behold, I am the Lord, the God of all flesh : is there any 
thing too hard for me ? 

Therefore thus saith the Lord : Behold, I will give this 
city into the hand of the Chaldeans, and into the hand of 
Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon, and he shall take it: 
and the Chaldeans, that fight against this city, shall come 
and set this city on fire» and burn it, with the houses, 
upon whose roofs they have offered incense unto Baal, 
and poured out drink offerings unto other gods, to pro- 
voke me to anger. For the children of Israel and the 
children of Judah have only done that which was evil in 
my sight from their youth : for the children of Israel have 
only provoked me to anger with the work of their hands, 
saith the Lord. For this city hath been to me a provoca- 
tion of mine anger and of my fury from the day that they 
built it even unto this day; that I should remove it from 
before my £ice : because of all the evil of the children of 
Israel and of the children of Judah, which they have done 
to provoke me to anger, they, their kings, their princes, their 
priests, and their prophets, and the men of Judah, and the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem. And they have turned unto me 
the back, and not the face : and though I taught them, rising 
up early and teaching them, yet they have not hearkened 
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to lecerre instmction. But they set their abominations in 
the house which is called by my name, to defile it. And 
they built the high places of Baal, which are in the valley 
of the son of Hinnom, to cause their sons and their daugh- 
teis to pass through the fire unto Molech ; which I com- 
manded them not, neither came it into my mind, that they 
^loald do this abomination : to cause Judah to sin. 

And now therefore thus saith the Lord, the God of 
Israel, concerning this dty. whereof ye say. It is given 
into the hand of the king of Babylon by the sword, and by 
the famine, and by the pestilence : Behold. I will gather 
them out of all the countries, whither I have driven them 
in mine anger, and in my fiiry. and in great wrath ; and I 
win bring them again unto this place, and I will cause 
them to dwell safely : and they shall be my people, and 
I will be their God: and I will give them one heart and 
one pray, that they may fear me for ever ; for the good of 
them, and of their children after them : and I will make an 
eTeriasting covenant with them, that I will not turn away 
from them, to do them good : and I will put my fear in 
th^ hearts, that they shall not depart from me. Yea, I 
win rejoice over them to do them good, and I will plant 
them in this land assuredlv with mv whole heart and with 
mj whole soul. For thus saith the Lord : Like as I have 
brooght all this great evil upon this people, so will I bring 
upon them all the good that I have promised them. And 
fields shaU be bought in this land, whereof ye say, It is 
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desolate^ withoiit man or beast ; It is given into the hand 
of the Chaldeans. Men shall buy fields for money, and 
subscribe the deeds, and seal them, and call witnesses, in 
the land of Benjamin, and in the {^aces aboat Jerasalem, 
and in the dties of Judah, and in the dties of the hlD 
country, and in the dties of the lowland, and in the dties 
of the South ; for I will cause their captivity to return, saith 
the Lord. 

Moreover the word of the Lord came unto Jeremiah 
the second time, while he W3s yet shut up in the court 
of the guard, saying. Thus saith the Lord that doeth it, 
the Lord that formetb it to establish it ; the Lord is his 
name : Call unto me, and I will answer thee, and will shew 
thee great things, and difficult, which thou knowest not. 
For thus saith the Lord, the God of Israel, concerning 
the houses of this dty, and concerning the houses of the 
kings of Judah, which are broken down to make a defence 
against the mounts, and against the sword : They come to 
fight with the Chaldeans, but it is to fill them with the 
dead bodies of men, whom I have slain in mine anger and 
in my fury, and for all whose wickedness I have hid my 
face from this city. Behold, I will bring it health and 
cure, and I will cure them ; and I will reveal unto them 
abundance of peace and truth. And I will cause the cap- 
tivity of Judah and the captivity of Israel to return, and 
will build them, as at the first. And I will deanse them 
from all their iniquity, whereby they have sinned against

me ; and I will pardon all their iniquities, whereby they have 
sinned against me, and whereby they have transgressed 
against me. And this dty shall be to me for a name of 
joy, for a praise and for a glory, before all the nations 
of the earth, which shaU hear all the good that I do unto 
them, and shall fear and tremble for all the good and for all 
the peace that I procure imto it. Thus saith the Lord : 
Yet again there shall be heard in this place, whereof ye 
say. It is waste, without man and without beast, even in 
the cities of Judah, and in the streets of Jerusalem, that are 
desolate, without man and without inhabitant and without 
beast, the voice of joy and the voice of gladness, the voice 
of the bridegroom and the voice of the bride, the voice of 
them that say, Give thanks to the Lord of hosts, for the 
Lord is good, for his mercy endureth for ever: and of 
them that bring sacrifices of thanksgiving into the house 
of the Lord. For I will cause the captiWty of the land to 
return as at the first, saith the Lord. Thus saith the 
Lord of hosts: Yet again shall there be in this place. 
which is waste, without man and without beast, and in all 
the cities thereof, an habitation of shepherds causing their 
flocks to lie down. In the cities of the hill countrv*. in the 
cities of the lowland, and in the cities of the South, and 
in the land of Benjamin, and in the places about Jerusalem. 
and in the cities of Judah. shall the flocks again pass under 
the bands of him that telleth them, saith the Lord. 

Behold, the days come, saith the Lord, that I will per- 
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k>iim that good word which I have spoken concerning the 
house of Israel and concerning the house of Jodah. In 
those da\'s, and at that time« will I cause a Branch of 
righteousness to grow up unto David ; and he shall exe- 
cute judgement and righteousness in the land. In those 
days shall Judah be saved, and Jerusalem shall dwell 
saieiy : and this is the name whereby she shall be called, 
rhe Lord is our righteousness. For thus saith the Lord, 
David shall never want a man to sit upon the throne of 
the house of Israel ; neither shall the priests the Levites 
want a man before me to oifer burnt oiiferings, and to bum 
oblations, and to do sacrifice continxiallv. And the word 
of the Lord came unto Jeremiah, saying. Thus saith the 
Lord : If ye can break my covenant of the day, and my 
covenant of the night, so that there should not be day and 
night in their season; then may also my covenant be 
broken with David my servant, that he should not have a 
son to reign upon his throne: and with the Levites the 
priests, my ministers. As the host of heaven cannot be 
numbered, neither the sand of the sea measured ; so will I 
multiply the seed of DaWd my servant, and the LeWtes 
that minister unto me. And the word of the^LoRD came 
to Jeremiah, saying, Considerest thou not what this people 
have spoken, saying. The two families which the Lord 
did choose, he hath cast them off ? thus do they despise 
my people, that they should be no more a nation before 
them. Thus saith the Lord : If my covenant of day and 
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ni^t stand not, if I have not appointed the ordinances of 
hearen and earth : then will I also casr s.^'sx the seed of 
Jacob, and of David my sen-ant. so that I will not take 
of his seed to be mleis over the seed of AoTaham. Isaac. 
and Jacob : £ar I idll cause their captivity to return, and 
vifi have mercy on them.

Yet 
iiear the word of the Lord. O Zedekiah king of Judah :

Incident of the Hebrew Servants 

TA^ word that came unto yeremiaJi from the LoRDy 
after that the king Zedekiah had made a covenant with all 
the people which were at Jerusalem^ to proclaim liberty 
unto them ; that every man should let his manservant^ and 
every man his maidservant^ being an Hebrew or an He' 
brewess, go free ; that none should serve himself of them, 
to wit, of a Jew his brother : and all the princes and all 
the people obeyed, which had entered into the covenant^ 
that every one should let his manservant, and' every one 
his maidservant, go free, that none should serve them- 
selves of them any more ; they obeyed, and let them go : but 
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n^Unoards ik^ turned^ and caused the servants and the 
handmaids^ whom they had let go free, to return^ and 
brau^i them into subjection for servants and for hand- 
maids : therefore the word of the Lord came to Jeremiah 
from the Lord^ saying: 

Thus saith the Lord, the God of Israel : I made a cove- 
nant with your £itheTs in the day that I brought them 
forth out of the land of £g>'pt. out of the house of bond- 
age, saying, At the end of seven years ve shall let go every 
man his brother that is an Hebrew, which hath been sold 
onto thee, and hath ser\*ed thee six years, thou shalt let 
bim go free from thee: but your fathers hearkened not 
onto me, neither inclined their ear. And ye were now 
tnmedf and had done that which is right in mine eyes, in 
proclaiming liberty every man to his neighbour ; and ye 
had made a covenant before me in the house which is 
called by my name : but ye turned and profaned my name, 
and caused every man his ser\*ant. and ever\* man his hand- 
maid, whom ye had let go free at their pleasure, to return ; 
and ye brought them into subjection, to be unto you for 
servants and for handmaids. Therefore thus saith the 
Lord: Ye have not hearkened unto me, to proclaim 
liberty, every man to his brother, and ever}* man to his 
neighbour: behold, I proclaim unto you a liberty, saith 
the Lord, to the sword, to the pestilence, and to the 
£unine; and I wiU make you to be tossed to and fro 
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among all the kingdoms of the earth. And I will give the 
men that have transgressed my covenant, which have not 
performed the words of the covenant which they made be- 
fore me, when they cut the calf in twain and passed be- 
tween the parts thereof; the princes of Judah, and the 
princes of Jerusalem, the eunuchs, and the priests, and all 
the people of the land, which passed between the parts of 
the calf; I will even give them into the hand of their ene- 
mies, and into the hand of them that seek their life : and 
their dead bodies shall be for meat unto the fowls of the 
heaven, and to the beasts of the earth. And Zedekiah 
king of Judah and his princes will I give into the hand of 
their enemies, and into the hand of them that seek their 
life, and into the hand of the king of Babylon's army, 
which are gone up from you. Behold, I will command, 
saith the Lord, and cause them to return to this city ; and. 
they shall fight against it, and take it, and bum it with 
fire : and I will make the cities of Judah a desolation, 
without inhabitant.

Incident of the Rechabites 

The word which came unto Jeremiah from the LoRD in 

the days of Jehoiakim the son of Josiah^ king of Judah^ 

saying : 
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Go unto the house of the Rechabites, and speak unto 
them, and bring them into the house of the Lord, into 
one oi the chambers^ and give them wine to drink. Then 
I took Jaazaniah the son of Jeremiah, the son of Habaz- 
dniah, and his brethren, and all his sons, and the whole 
house of the Rechabites: and I brought them into the 
house of the Lord, into the chamber of the sons of Hanan 
the son of Igdaliah, the man of God. which was by the 
chamber of the princes, which was above the chamber of 
Maaseiah the son of Shallum, the keeper of the door : and 
I set before the sons of the house of the Rechabites bowls 
full of wine, and cups, and I said unto them. Drink ye wine. 
But they said. We will drink no wine : for Jonadab the 
son of Rechab our father commanded us. sapng. Ye shall 
drink no wine, neither ve, nor vour sons, for ever : neither 
shall ye build house, nor sow seed, nor plant vineyard, nor 
have anv : but all vour davs ve shall dwell in tents : that 
ye may live many da}-s in the land wherein ye sojourn. 
And we have obeyed the voice of Jonadab the son of 
Rechab our father in all that he charged us. to drink no 
wine all our days, we. our wives, our sons, nor our daugh- 
ters : nor to build houses for us to dwell in : neither have 
we vinevard, nor field, nor seed : but we have dwelt in 
tents, and have obeyed, and done according to all that 
Jonadab our father commanded us. But it came to pass, 
when Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon came up into the 
landj that we said. Come, and let us go to Jerusalem for

fear of the army of the Chaldeans, and for fear of the army 
of the Syrians ; so we dwell at Jerusalem. 

Then came the word of the Lord unto Jeremiah, saying, 
Thus saith the Lord of hosts, the God of Israel : Go, and 
say to the men of Judah and the inhabitants of Jerusalem, 
Will ye not receive instruction to hearken to my words ? 
saith the Lord. The words of Jonadab the son of 
Rechab, that he commanded his sons, not to drink wine, 
are performed, and unto this day they drink none, for they 
obey their father's commandment : but I have spoken unto 
you, rising up early and speaking ; and ye have not heark- 
ened unto me. I have sent also unto you all my servants 
the prophets, rising up early and sending them, saying, 
Return ye now every man from his evil way, and amend 
your doings, and go not after other gods to serve them, 
and ye shall dwell in the land which I have given to you 
and to your fathers : but ye have not inclined your ear, 
nor hearkened unto me. Forasmuch as the sons of Jona- 
dab the son of Rechab have performed the commandment 
of their father which he commanded them, but this people 
hath not hearkened unto me; therefore thus saith the 
Lord, the God of hosts, the God of Israel : Behold, I will 
bring upon Judah and upon all the inhabitants of Jeru- 
salem all the evil that I have pronounced against them : 
because I have spoken unto them, but they have not 
heard ; and I have called unto them, but they have not 
answered. And Jeremiah said unto the house of the 
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Rediabites, Thus saith the Lord of hosts, the God of 
Israel: Because ye have obeyed the commandment of 
Jonadab your faither, and kept all his precepts, and done 
aooorduig unto all that he commanded you; therefore 
tfans saith the Lord of hosts, the God of Israel : Jonadab 
the son of Rechab shall not want a man to stand before 
me for ever. 



The Burning of the Roll 

AmdU came to fass in the fourth year of fehoiakim the 
sam ef Josiak, king of yudak^ that this word came unto 
yeremtiak from the Lord^ saying: 

Take thee a roll of a book^ and write therein all the 
woids that I have spoken unto thee against Israel, and 
agunst Judah, and against all the nations, from the day I 
spaSat unto thee, from the days of Josiah, even unto this 
day. It may be that the house of Judah will hear all the 
ctQ which I purpose to do unto them : that they may re- 
turn everv man from his evil wav : that I mav forgave their 
miqnity and their sin. Then Jeremiah called Baruch the 
son of Xeriah : and Baruch wrote from the mouth of Jere- 
miah all the words of the Lord, which he had spoken unto 
him, upon a roll of a book. And Jeremiah commanded 
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Baruch) saying, I am shut up ; I cannot go into the house 
of the Lord: therefore go thou, and read in the roll, 
which thou hast written from my mouth, the words of the 
Lord in the ears of the people in the Lord^s house upon 
the fast day : and also thou shalt read them in the ears of 
all Judah that come out of their cities. It may be they 
will present their supplication before the Lord, and will 
return every one from his evil way : for great is the anger 
and the fury that the Lord hath pronounced against this 
people. And Baruch the son of Neriah did according to 
all that Jeremiah the prophet commanded him, reading in 
the book the words of the Lord in the Lord's house. 

Now it came to pass in the fifth year of Jehoiakim the 
son of Josiah, king of Judah, in the ninth month, that all 
the people in Jerusalem, and all the people that came from 
the cities of Judah unto Jerusalem, proclaimed a fast be- 
fore the Lord. Then read Baruch in the book the words 
of Jeremiah in the house of the Lord, in the chamber of 
Gemariah the son of Shaphan the scribe, in the upper court, 
at the entry of the new gate of the Lord's house, in the 
ears of all the people. And when Micaiah the son of 
Gemariah, the son of Shaphan, had heard out of the book 
, all the words of the Lord, he went down into the king's 
house, into the scribe's chamber : and, lo, all the princes 
sat there, even Elishama the scribe, and Delaiah the son of 
Shemaiah, and Elnathan the son of Achbor, and Gemariah 
the son of Shaphan, and Zedekiah the son of Hananiah, 
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and an the princes. Then Micaiah declared unto them all 
the iHTords that he had heard, when Banich read the book 
in the cars of the people. Therefore all the princes sent 
Jdmdi the son of Nethaniah, the son of Shelemiah, the 
son of Cnshi. onto Baruch. saying. Take in thine hand the 
roD wherein thou hast read in the ears of the people, and 
come. So Baruch the son of Xeriah took the roll in his 
hand, and came unto them. And they said unto him. Sit 
down nowy and read it in our ears. So Baruch read it in 
their ears. Now it came to pass, when they had heard all 
the words, thev turned in fear one toward another, and 
said onto Baruch. We will surelv tell the kin^: of all these 
words. And they asked Baruch. saying. Tell us now. 
How didst thou write all these words at his mouth ? Then 
Bamch answered thenu He pronounced all these words 
onto me with his mouth, and I wrote them with ink in the 
bcxik. Then said the princes unto Baruch. Go, hide thee, 
thoQ and Jeremiah ; and let no man know where ye be. 
And thev went in to the kins: into the court ; but thev 
had laid iq> the roll in the chamber of Elishama the scribe ; 
and they told all the words in the ears of the king. So 
the king sent Jehudi to fetch the roll : and he took it out 
the diamber of Elishama the scribe. And Jehudi read it 
in the ears of the King, and in the ears of all the princes 
which stood beside the king. Now the king sat in 
the winter house in the ninth month: and there was a 
fire in the biasier burning before him. And it came to 
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pass, when Jehudi had read three or four leaves, that 
the king cut it with the penknife, and cast it into the 
fire that was in the brasier, until all the roll was consumed 
in the fire that was in the brasier. And they were not 
afraid, nor rent their garments, neither the king, nor any 
of his servants that heard all these words. Moreover 
Elnathan and Delaiah and Gemariah had made interces- 
sion to the king that he would not burn the roll : but he 
would not hear them. And the king commanded Jerah- 
meel the king^s son, and Seraiah the son of Azriel, and 
Shelemiah the son of Abdeel, to take Baruch the scribe 
and Jeremiah the prophet : but the Lord hid them. 

Then the word of the Lord came to Jeremiah, after that 
the king had burned the roll, and the words which Baruch 
wrote at the mouth of Jeremiah, saying : Take thee again 
another roll, and write in it all the former words that were 
in the first roll, which Jehoiakim the king of Judah hath 
burned. And concerning Jehoiakim king of Judah thou 
shalt say. Thus saith the Lord : Thou hast burned this 
roll, saying, Why hast thou written therein, saying, ' The 
king of Babylon shall certainly come and destroy this land, 
and shall cause to cease from thence man and beast?* 
Therefore thus saith the Lord concerning Jehoiakim king 
of Judah : He shall have none to sit upon the throne of 
David : and his dead body shall be cast out in the day to 
the heat, and in the night to the frost And I will punish 
him and his seed and his servants for their iniquity ; and 
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I will bring upon them, and upon the inhabitants of Jem- 
saleniy and upon the men of Judah, all the evil that I have 
pronounced against them, but they hearkened not. Then 
took Jeremiah another roll, and gave it to Baruch the 
scribe, the son of Neriah; who wrote therein from the 
month of Jeremiah all the words of the book which Jehoia- 
Idm king of Judah had burned in the fire : and there were 
added besides unto them many like words. 



Jeremiah and the Crisis of the Siege 

And Zedeldah the son of Josiah reigned as king, instead 
of Coniah the son of Jehoiakim, whom Nebuchadrezzar 
king of Babylon made king in the land of Judah. But 
neither he, nor his servants, nor the people of the land, 
did hearken unto the words of the Lord, which he spake 
by the prophet Jeremiah. 

And Zedekiah the king sent Jehucal the son of Shele- 
miah, and Zephaniah the son of Maaseiah the priest, to 
the prophet Jeremiah, saying. Pray now unto the Lord 
our God for us. Now Jeremiah came in and went out 
aimmg the people : for they had not put him into prison. 
And Pharaoh's army was come forth out of £g>i>t : and 

when the Chaldeans that besieged Jerusalem heard tidings 
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of them, they brake up from Jerusalem. Then came the 
word of the I-ord unto the prophet Jeremiah, saying, 
Thus saith the Lord, the God of Israel : Thus shall ye 
say to the king of Judah, that sent you unto me to inquire 
of me ; Behold, Pharaoh^s army, which is come forth to 
help you, shall retiu-n to Egypt into their own land. And 
the Chaldeans shall come again, and fight against this dty ; 
and they shall take it, and biun it with fire. Thus saith 
the Lord : Deceive not yourselves, saying. The Chaldeans 
shall surely depart from us: for they shall not depart. 
For though ye had smitten the whole army of the Chal- 
deans that fight against you, and there remained but 
wounded men among them, yet should they rise up every 
man in his tent, and bum this city with fire. 

And it came to pass that when the army of the Chal- 
deans was broken up from Jerusalem for fear of Pharaohs 
army, then Jeremiah went forth out of Jerusalem to go 
into the land of Benjamin, to receive his portion there, in 
the midst of the people. And when he was in the gate of 
Benjamin, a captain of the ward was there, whose name 
was Irijah, the son of Shelemiah, the son of Hananiah; 
and he laid hold on Jeremiah the prophet, saying, Thou 
fallest away to the Chaldeans. Then said Jeremiah, It is 
false ; I fall not away to the Chaldeans ; but he hearkened 
not to him : so Irijah laid hold on Jeremiah, and brought 
him to the princes. And the princes were wroth with 
Jeremiah, and smote him, and put him in prison in the 
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house of Jonathan the scribe ; for they had made that 
the prison. When Jeremiah was come into the dungeon 
honse, and into the cells, and Jeremiah had remained 
there many days ; then Zedekiah the king sent, and fetched 
him : and the king asked him secretly in his house, and 
said. Is there any word from the Lord? And Jeremiah 
said, There is. He said also, Thou shalt be delivered into 
the hand of the king of Babylon. Moreover Jeremiah said 
unto king Zedekiah, Wherein have I sinned against thee, 
or against thy ser\*ants, or against this people, that ye have 
pat me in prison? Where now are your prophets which 
prophesied unto you, sa}ing, The king of Babylon shall 
not come against you, nor against this land ? And now 
hear, I pray thee, O my lord the king : let my supplication, 
I pray thee, be accepted before thee ; that thou cause me 
not to return to the house of Jonathan the scribe, lest I die 
there. Then Zedekiah the king commanded, and they 
committed Jeremiah into the court of the guard, and they 
gave him daily a loaf of bread out of the bakers' street, 
untO all the bread in the cit}- was spent. Thus Jeremiah 
remained in the court of the guard. 

And Shephatiah the son of Mattan, and Gedaliah the 
son of Pashhur, and Jucal the son of Shelemiah, and Pash- 
hur the son of Malchiah, heard the words that Jeremiah 
spake unto all the people, sapng. Thus saith the Lord, 
He that abideth in this dty shall die by the sword, by the 
famine, and by the pestilence : but he that goeth forth to 
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he die. So £bed-melech took the men with hun, and 
went into the house of the king under the treasory, and 
took thence old cast clouts and old rotten rags, and let 
them down by cords into the dungeon to Jeremiah. And 
Ebed-mekch the Ethiopian said unto Jeremiah, Put now 
tiiese old cast douts and rotten rags under thine armholes 
under the cords. And Jeremiah did so. So they drew 
up Jeremiah with the cords, and took him up out of the 
dnngeon: and Jeremiah remained in the court of the 
guard. 

Then Zedekiah the king sent, and took Jeremiah the 
prophet unto him into the third entry that is in the house 
of the Lord : and the king said unto Jeremiah, I wiU ask 
thee a thing ; hide nothing from me. Then Jeremiah said 
onto Zedddah, If I declare it unto thee, wilt thou not 
smely pat me to death ? and if I give thee counsel, thou 
wih not hearken unto me. So Zedekiah the king sware 
secretly unto Jeremiah, saying. As the Lord liveth, that 
made us this soul, I wiU not put thee to death, neither will 
I give thee into the hand of these men that seek thy life. 
Then said Jeremiah unto Zedekiah, Thus saith the Lord, 
the God of hosts, the God of Israel : If thou wilt go forth 
onto the king of Babylon*s princes, then thy soul shall live, 
and this dty shall not be burned with fire ; and thou shalt 
live, and thine house : but if thou wilt not go forth to the 
king of Babylon's princes, then shall this dty be given 
into the hand of the Chaldeans, and they shall bum it with 
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he t(dd them according to all these words that the kmg 
had commanded. So they left off speaking with him ; for 
the matter was not perceived. So Jeremiah abode in the 
court of the guard until the day that Jerusalem was taken. 
And it came to pass when Jerusalem was taken, (in the 
ninth year of Zedekiah king of Judah, in the tenth month, 
came Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon and all his army 
against Jerusalem, and besieged it ; in the eleventh year ■ . . . 
of Zedekiah, in the fourth month, the ninth dav of the • ' • 
month, a breach was made in the cit}- :) that all the princes ■ ■ . . 
of the king of Babylon came in. and sat in the middle 
gate, even Nergal-sharezer, Samgar-nebo, Sarsechim, Rab- .'- 
sarisy Nergal-sharezer, Rab-mag, with all the rest of the 
princes of the king of Babylon. And it came to pass that 
iHben Zedddah the king of Judah and all the men of war 
saw them, then thev fled, and went forth out of the citv bv 
night, by the way of the king's garden, by the gate betwixt 
the two walls : and he went out the wav of the Ambah. 
But the army of the Chaldeans pursued after them, and 
overtook Zedekiah in the plains of Jericho: and when 
they had taken him. they brought him up to Nebuchad- 
rezzar kino[ of Babvlon to Riblah in the land of Hamath. 
and he ga\*e judgement u{)on him. Then the king of 
Babylon slew the sons of Zedekiah in Riblah before hb 
eyes: also the king of Babylon slew all the nobles of 
Judah. Moreover he put out Zedekiah s eyes, and bound 
hnn in fetters, to carry him to Babylon. And the Chal- 
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deans burned the king^s house, and the houses of the peo- 
ple, with fire, and brake down the walls of Jerusalem. 
Then Nebuzaradan the captain of the guard carried away 
captive into Babylon the residue of the people that re- 
mained in the city, the deserters also, that fell away to 
him, and the residue of the people that remained. But 
Nebuzaradan the captain of the guard left of the poor of 
the people, which had nothing, in the land of Judah, and 
gave them vineyards and fields at the same time. Now 
Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon gave charge concerning 
Jeremiah to Nebuzaradan the captain of the guard, saying, 
Take him, and look well to him, and do him no harm ; 
but do unto him even as he shall say unto thee. So Nebu- 
zaradan the captain of the guard sent, and Nebushazban, 
Rab-saris, and Nergal-sharezer, Rab-mag, and all the chief 
officers of the king of Babylon ; they sent, and took Jere- 
miah out of the court of the guard, and committed him 
unto Gedaliah the son of Ahikam, the son of Shaphan, 
that he should carry him home : so he dwelt among the 
people. 

Now the word of the Lord came unto Jeremiah, while 
he was shut up in the court of the guard, saying. Go, and 
speak to £bed-melech the Ethiopian, saying. Thus saith 
the Lord of hosts, the God of Israel : Behold, I will bring 
my words upon this city for evil, and not for good ; and 
they shall be accomplished before thee in that day. But 
I will deliver thee in that day, saith the Lord : and thou

ircsselsr and dwell in your cities that ye have taken. Like- 
wise when all the Jews that were in Moab, and among the 
ciiildren of Ammon, and in Edom. and that were in all 
the countries, heard that the king of Babylon had left a 
remnant of Judah, and that he had set over them Geda- 
Cah the son of Ahikam, the son of Shaphan ; then all the 
Jews returned out of all places whither they were driven, 
and came to the land of Judah, to Gedaliah, unto Mizpah, 
and gathered wine and summer fruits very much. 

Moreover Johanan the son of Kareah, and all the cap- 
tains of the forces that were in the fields, came to Gedaliah 
to Mizpah, and said unto hinu Dost thou know that Baalis 
the king of the children of Ammon hath sent Ishmael the 
son of Nethaniah to take thy life? But Gedaliah the son 
of Ahikam believed them not. Then Johanan the son of 
Kareah spake to Gedaliah in Mizpah secretly, saying. Let 
me go, I pray thee, and I will slay Ishmael the son of 
Nethaniah, and no man shall know it : wherefore should 
he take thy life, that all the Jews which are gathered unto 
thee should be scattered, and the remnant of Judah perish ? 
But Gedaliah the son of Ahikam said unto Johanan the 
son of Kareah, Thou shalt not do this thing: for thou 
speakest wisely of Ishmael. 

Now it came to pass in the seventh month, that Ishmael 
the son of Nethaniah, the son of Elishama, of the seed 
royal, and one of the chief officers of the king, and ten 
men with him, came unto Gedaliah the son of Ahikam to 
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Mizpah ; and there they did eat bread together in Mizpah. 
Then arose Ishmael the son of Nethaniah, and the ten men 
that were with him, and smote Gedaliah the son of Ahikam 
the son of Shaphan with the sword, and slew him, whom the 
king of Babylon had made governor over the land. Ishmael 
also slew all the Jews that were with him, even with Geda- 
liah, at Mizpah, and the Chaldeans that were found there, 
even the men of war. And it came to pass the second 
day after he had slain Gedaliah, and no man knew it, that 
there came certain from Shechem, from Shiloh, and from 
Samaria, even fourscore men, having their beards shaven 
and their clothes rent, and having cut themselves, with 
oblations and frankincense in their hand, to bring them 
to the house of the Lord. And Ishmael the son of 
Nethaniah went forth from Mizpah to meet them, weeping 
all along as he went : and it came to pass, as he met them, 
he said unto them. Come to Gedaliah the son of Ahikam. 
And it was so, when they came into the midst of the dty, 
that Ishmael the son of Nethaniah slew them, and cast 
them into the midst of the pit, he, and the men that were 
\vith him. But ten men were found among them that said 
unto Ishmael, Slay us not : for we have stores hidden in 
the field, of wheat, and of barley, and of oil, and of honey. 
So he forbare, and slew them not among their brethren. 
Now the pit wherein Ishmael cast all the dead bodies of 
the men whom he had slain, by the side of Gedaliah, (the 
same was that which Asa the king had made for fear of 
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Tkanhn king of Israe!,) Ishmael the son of Nethaniah filled 
it with them that were slain. Then Ishmael carried away 
captive all the residue of the people that were in Mizpah, 
even the king's daughters^ and all the people that remained 
in fiftiqnhy whom Nebozaradan the captain of the guard 
had committed to Gedaliah the son of Ahikam : Ishmael 
the son of Nethaniah carried them away captive, and de- 
parted to go over to the children of Ammon. 

But when Johanan the son of Kareah, and all the cap- 
tains of the forces that were with him, heard of all the 
evil that Ishmael the son of Nethaniah had done, then 
they took all the men, and went to fight with Ishmael 
the son of Nethaniah, and found him by the great waters 
that are in Gibeon. Now it came to pass that when all 
the peoide which were with Ishmael saw Johanan the son 
of Karcah, and all the captions of the forces that were with 
him, then they were glad. So all the people that Ishmael 
had carried away c:4)tive firom Mizpah cast about and re- 
tamed, and went imto Johanan the son of Kareah. But 
Ishmael the son of Nethaniah escaped firom Johanan with 
ei^t men, and went to the children of Ammon. Then 
took Johanan the son of Kareah, and all the captains of 
the forces that were with him, all the remnant of the 
people whom he had recovered firom Ishmael the son of 
Nethaniah, firom Mizpah, after that he had slain Gedaliah 
the son of Ahikam, even the men of war, and the women, 
and the children, and the eunuchs, whom he had brought 
M z6i 
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And h came to pass after ten days, that the word of the 
Lord came unto Jeremiah. Then called he Johanan the 
son of Kareah, and all the captains of the forces which 
vere with him, and all the people from the least even to 
the greatest, and said onto them. Thus saith the Lord, the 
God of Israel, unto whom ye sent me to present your sup- 
plication before him : If ye will still abide in this land, then 
win I build you, and not pull you down, and I will plant 
you, and not pluck you up : for I repent me of the e\'il 
that I have done unto you. Be not afraid of the king of 
Babylon, of whom ye are afraid ; be not afraid of him, 
saith the Lord : for I am with you to save you, and to 
deliver you from his hand. And I will grant you mercy, 
that he may have mercy upon you, and cause you to re- 
turn to your own land. But if ye say. We will not dwell 
in this land; so that ye obey not the voice of the Lord 
your God; saying. No; but we will go into the land of 
Egypt, where we shall see no war, nor hear the sound of 
the trumpet, nor have hunger of bread ; and there will we 
dwdl: now therefore hear ye the word of the Lord, O 
remnant of Judah : thus saith the Lord of hosts, the God of 
Israel, If ye wholly set your faces to enter into Egypt, and 
go to sojourn there ; then it shall come to pass, that the sword, 
which ye fear, shall overtake you there in the land of Egypt, 
and the £unine, whereof ye are afraid, shall follow hard 
after yon there in Egypt ; and there ye shall die. So shall 
it be with all the men that set their fcuxs to go into Egypt 
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to sojourn there ; they shall die by the sword, by the £un- 
ine, and by the pestilence : and none of them shall remain 
or escape from the evil that I will bring upon them. For 
thus saith the Lord of hosts, the God of Israel ; As mine 
anger and my fury hath been poured forth upon the in- 
habitants of Jerusalem, so shall my fury be poured forth 
upon you, when ye shall enter into Egypt : and ye shall 
be an execration, and an astonishment, and a curse, and a 
reproach ; and ye shall see this place no more. The Lord 
hath spoken concerning you, O remnant of Judah, Go ye 
not into Egypt : know certainly that I have testified unto 
you this day. For ye have dealt deceitfully against your 
own souls ; for ye sent me unto the Lord your God, say- 
ing, Pray for us unto the Lord our God ; and according 
unto all that the Lord our God shall say, so declare unto 
us, and we will do it : and I have this day declared it to 
you ; but ye have not obeyed the voice of the Lord your 
God in any thing for the which he hath sent me unto you. 
Now therefore know certainly that ye shall die by the 
sword, by the famine, and by the pestilence, in the place 
whither ye desire to go to sojourn there. 

And it came to pass that when Jeremiah had made an end 
of speaking unto all the people all the words of the Lord 
their God, wherewith the Lord their God had sent him to 
them, even all these words, then spake Azariah the son of 
Hoshaiah, and Johanan the son of Kareah, and all the proud 
men, saying unto Jeremiah, Thou speakest falsely: the 
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Lord oar God hath not sent thee to say, Ye shall not go 
into Egypt to sojourn there : but Baruch the son of Neriah 
aetteth thee on against us, for to deliver us into the hand 
of the Chaldeans, that they may put us to death, and 
carry us away captives to Babylon. So Johanan the son 
of Kareah, and all the captains of the forces, and all the 
people^ obe3red not the voice of the Lord, to dwell in the 
land of Judah. But Johanan the son of Kareah, and all 
the captains of the forces, took all the remnant of Judah, 
that were returned from all the nations whither they had 
been driven to sojourn in the land of Judah ; the men, and 
the women, and the children, and the king's daughters, and 
ercfy person that Nebuzaradan the captain of the guard 
had left with Gedaliah the son of Ahikam, the son of Sha- 
phan, and Jeremiah the prophet, and Baruch the son of 
Neriah ; and they came into the land of Egypt ; for they 
obeyed not the voice of the Lord : and they came even 
to Tahpanhes. Then came the word of the Lord unto 
Jeremiah in Tahpanhes, saying. Take great stones in thine 
hand, and hide them in mortar in the brickwork, which 
is at the entry of Pharaoh^s house in Tahpanhes, in the 
sight of the men of Judah ; and say unto them. Thus saith 
the Lord of hosts, the God of Israel : Behold, I will send 
and take Nebuchadrezzar the king of Babylon, my ser- 
vant, and will set his throne upon these stones that I have 
hid; and he shall spread his royal pavilion over them. 
And he shall come, and shall smite the land of Egypt ; 
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such as are for death shall be given to death, and such as 
are for captivity to captivity, and such as are for the sword 
to the sword. And I will kindle a fire in the houses of 
the gods of Egypt; and he shall burn them, and cany 
them away captives : and he shall array himself with the 
land of Egypt, as a shepherd putteth on his garment ; and 
he shall go forth from thence in peace. He shall also 
break the pillars of Beth-shemesh, that is in the land of 
Egypt ; and the houses of the gods of Egypt shall he bum 
with iire.

A Prophecy to the Jews in Egypt 

The word that came to Jeremiah concerning all the yews 
which dwelt in the land of Egypt ^ which dwelt at Migdoly 
and at TahpanheSy and at Noph, and in the country of 

PathroSy saying: 

Thus saith the Lord of hosts, the God of Israel : Ye 
have seen all the evil that I have brought upon Jerusalem, 
and upon all the cities of Judah ; and, behold, this day 
they are a desolation, and no man dwelleth therein; 
because of their wickedness which they have committed to 
provoke me to anger, in that they went to burn incense, 
and to serve other gods, whom they knew not, neither they, 
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ye, DOT your fiithers. Howbeit I sent onto you all my 
servants the prophets, rising up early and sending them, 
sayings Oh, do not this abominable thing that I hate. But 
they hearkened not, nor inclined their ear to turn from 
their wickedness, to bum no incense unto other gods. 
Wherefore my fury and mine anger was poured forth, and 
was kindled in the dties of Judah and in the streets of 
Jcmsalem ; and they are wasted and desolate, as it is this 
day. Therefore now thus saith the Lord, the God of 
hosts, the God of Israel : Wherefore commit ye this great 
evfl against your own souls, to cut off from you man and 
woman, in£uit and suckling, out of the midst of Judah, to 
leare you none remaining; in that ye provoke me unto 
anger with the works of your hands, burning incense unto 
other gods in the land of Egypt, whither ye be gone to 
sojoom ; that ye may be cut off. and that ye may be a curse 
and a reproach among all the nations of the earth ? Have 
ye forgotten the wickedness of your fathers, and the wicked- 
ness of the kings of Judah, and the wickedness of their 
wives, and your own wickedness, and the wickedness of 
joar wives, which they committed in the land of Judah, 
and in the streets of Jerusalem? They are not humbled 
even unto this dav, neither have thev feared, nor walked 
in my law, nor in my statutes, that I set before you and be- 
fore your fathers. Therefore thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel : Behold. I will set my face against you 
for evU, even to cut off all Judah. And I will take the 
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remnant of Judah, that have set their £aces to go into the 
land of Egypt to sojourn there, and they shall all be con- 
sumed; in die land of Egypt shall they £^11; they shall 
be consumed by the sword and by the famine ; they shall 
die, from the least even unto the greatest, by the sword and 
by the famine: and they shall be an execration, and an 
astonishment, and a curse, and a reproach. For I will 
punish them that dwell in the land of Egypt, as I have 
punished Jerusalem, by the sword, by the famine, and by 
the pestilence: so that none of the remnant of Judah, 
which are gone into the land of Egypt to sojourn there, 
shall escape or remain, that they should return into the 
land of Judah, to the which they have a desire to return 
to dwell there: for none shall return save such as shall 
escape. 

Then all the men which knew that their wives burned 
incense unto other gods, and all the women that stood by, 
a great assembly, even all the people that dwelt in the land 
of Egypt, in Pathros, answered Jeremiah, saying, As for 
the word that thou hast spoken unto us in the name of 
the Lord, we will not hearken unto thee. But we will 
certainly perform every word that is gone forth out of our 
mouth, to burn incense unto the queen of heaven, and to 
pour out drink offerings unto her, as we have done, we 
and our fathers, our kings and our princes, in the cities 
of Judah, and in the streets of Jerusalem : for then had we 
plenty of victuals, and were well, and saw no evil. But 
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we left oS to bum incense to the queen of heaven, 
and to pour oat diink offerings unto her, we have wanted 
an things, and have been consumed by the sword and by 
tiie fiunine. And when we burned incense to the queen 
of heaven, and poured out drink offerings unto her, did we 
make her cakes to worship her, and pour out drink offerings 
mito her, without our husbands ? Then Jeremiah said unto 
all the people, to the men, and to the women, even to all 
the people which had given him that answer, saying : The 
incense that ye burned in the cities of Judah, and in the 
streets of Jerusalem, ye and your fcithers, your kings and 
yoor princes, and the people of the land, did not the Lord 
remember them, and came it not into his mind? so that 
the Lord could no longer bear, because of the evil of your 
doings, and because of the abominations which ye have 
committed ; therefore is your land become a desolation, and 
an astonishment, and a curse, without inhabitant, as it is 
this day. Because ye have burned incense, and because ye 
have anned against the Lord, and have not obeyed the 
▼oioe of the Lord, nor walked in his law, nor in his statutes, 
nor in his testimonies ; therefore this evil is happened unto 
yon, as it is this day. 

Mofeover Jeremiah said unto all the people, and to all the 
women. Hear the word of the Lord, all Judah that are in 
die land of Egypt ; thus saith the Lord of hosts, the God 
of Israel, sajring: Ye and your wives have both spoken 
with yoor naouths, and with yoiu* hands have fulfilled it, 
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saying, We will surely perform our vows that we have 
vowed, to bum incense to the queen of heaven, and to 
pour out drink offerings unto her: establish then your 
vows, and perform your vows. Therefore hear yc the 
word of the Lord, all Judah that dwell in the land of 
Egypt: Behold, I have sworn by my great name, saith 
the Lord, that my name shall no more be named in the 
mouth of any man of Judah in all the land of Egypt, say- 
ing, As the Lord God liveth. Behold, I watch over them 
for evil, and not for good : and all the men of Judah that 
are in the land of Egypt shall be consumed by the sword 
and by the famine, until there be an end of them. And 
they that escape the sword shall return out'of the land of 
Egypt into the land of Judah, few in number ; and all the 
remnant of Judah, that are gone into the land of Egypt to 
sojourn there, shall know whose word shall stand, mine, or 
theirs. And this shall be the sign unto you, saith the 
Lord, that I will punish you in this place, that ye may 
know that my words shall surely stand against you for 
evil : thus saith the Lord : Behold, I will give Pharaoh 
Hophra king of Egypt into the hand of his enemies, and 
into the hand of them that seek his life ; as I gave Zedekiah 
king of Judah into the hand of Nebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon, his enemy, and that sought hb life.

tkewordtkai yeremiak the prophet spake unto Baruch 
tkt sam of Neriaky when he tirrote these words in a book at 
tke wumth of yeremiak^ in the fourth year of yekaiakim the 
son ofyosiak, king ofyudaky saying: 

Thus saith the Lord, the God of Israel, unto thee, O 
Bamch: Thou didst say. Woe is me now! for the Lord 
hath added sorrow to my pain ; I am weary with my groan- 
ing and I find no rest. Thus shalt thou say unto hinu 
Thus saith the Lord : Behold, that which I have built will 
I break down, and that which I have planted I will pluck 
iq>; and this in the whole land. And seekest thou great 
things for thyself? seek them not: for. behold. I will 
bring evil upon all flesh, saith the Lord : but thy life will 
I give onto thee for a prey in all places whither thou goest.

7jn\e\nsih was one and twenty years old when he began to 
Ttaga ; and he reigned eleven years in Jerusalem : and his 
mother's name was Hamutal the daughter of Jeremiah of 
Tihnah. And he did that which was evil in the sight of the 
Lo&D, according to all that Jehoiakim had done. For 
trough the anger of the LORD did it come to pass in Jeru- 
salem and Judah. until he had cast them out from his pres- 
ence: and Zedeldah rebelled against the long of Babylon.

L Hie list paragraph is of the nature of an epQogne: it 
recms in general substance (though Tery much varied in 
details) at the end of L ii and IV. L 

iL This is the most elaborate of the literary compositions of 
Jeremiah. I have entitled it The Pjrophet's Manifesto : as con- 
taming his prophetic message in all its fulness. In form it is a 
iliapsody, or ^iritual drama [compare the Isaiah Tolome, pages 
Tm-xii]; but while all literary forms are fused tc^ether in a 
rhapsody, the form of discourse has greater preponderance in 
diis than in other rhapsodies. The whole £dls into seven sec- 
tions. — I. The first is made np wholly of God's pleadings 
with unfaithful Judah: artistically, it is made remarkable by 
a tottr de force of imagery [see note below]. — 2. The second 
section holds up to Judah the example of Israel [that is, north- 
ern Israel : Jeremiah's usage of *• Israel ' applies it sometimes to 
die northern kingdom only, at other times to the chosen peo{^ 
as a whole, now represented by Judah alone]. The dose of 
the section dramatically presents this backsliding Israel repent- 
ant and accepted. — 3. All the remaining sections are made 
up of the Divine word of remonstrance to Judah, and the 
judgment on Judah which with each section advances nearer. 
In this third section we have merely warnings: the Divine 
threats are in the future tense, and the scene dramatically 
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presented is that of voices from a distance giving information 
of a coming foe, or panic terror at some unknown future. — 
4. We now have a description of total destruction, but it 
is in a vision only: between the fragments of the poet's 
vision God is applying the judgment to the erring people. 
— 5. At the last moment there is such an arrest of judgment 
as Abraham obtained for Sodom, arrest conditional upon find- 
ing one just man : the prophet seeks in vain. — 6. With the 
sixth section the command is given to the enemy to go up, but 
not make a full end: take away her branehes. This moment's 
respite is used for fresh remonstrances from God. The panic 
of the people now suggests an enemy drawing nearer and 
nearer : they have started at noon, by dusk they are just upon 
the city. Yet the last word of the section is a cry ^/ thou 
instructed, — 7. In the last section all arrest of judgment it 
abandoned : the very remnant is to be gleaned, and the panic- 
struck people Hnd the sword of the enemy in every way. — 
The Epilogue is personal to the prophet: compare I. i and 
IV. i. 

For my people have committed two evils^ etc. From 
this point there is a remarkable heaping together of the mott 
widely sundered images, for the purpose of expressing the nn-

▼iy TiL These are prophetic ' sentences^' or epigrams : short 
utterances, complete in themselves, and suitable for pasting 
firom mouth to month. Many of these would belong to the 
great floating literature of oral prophecy, and would be used 
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by prophetic authors in connection with their own compositions. 
(Compare Isaiah volume, note on I. ii.) Hence the recurrence 
of the same ' sentence/ more or less vsuried, in different writings 
of the same or of different prophets. The first sentence on 
idolatry is worked up into more than one section of the 
Rhapsody of Zion Redeemed, Ousters of such sentences are 
found in connection with longer prophecies, just as in the Wis- 
dom books, strings of isolated sayings separate longer essays. 
Compare Ecclesiastictis and Ecclesiastes volumes of this series. 
— He hath made the earth by his power, etc. This sentence 
recurs in the Doom of Babylon (above, page 204). There 
I have presented it as verse, here as prose: in each case the 
parallelism is made harmonious with the parallelism of the con- 
text. [For the principles of such arrangement see the IsaiaA 
volume, pages 214-7.] 

BOOK m 

This group of discourses is unified by the idea of a Missionary 
Journey, to preach * the Covenant ' in the cities of Judah. It 
must be remembered that the discovery of the roll of the law 
in Josiah's reign took place some five years after the date 
of Jeremiah's call to the prophetic office. The Deuteronomic 
matter that was the whole or part of this newly discovered 
roll profoundly affected the devout of Israel, both immediately 
and ever afterwards. It is this Deuteronomic Covenant that 
Jeremiah sets out to preach. The sections of this third book 
put successively: i, the commission to preach the Covenant 
in the cities; ii, Judah's rejection of it; iii, the persecution 
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of the preacher in his own city of Anathoth, with the reflections 
that this gives rise to; iy, sentences, epigrammatically conveying 
the hopeless state of the Lord's heritage; then (y and yi) the 
causes of this national on^thiiilness are found in the infection 
of surrounding idolatrous nations, and the general pride of 
people and rulers. 

Pages 53-4. Is mine heritage unto me as a speckled bird of 
preyf The idea is of a carrion bird sick herself, and other 
carrion birds waiting around to devour: the whole suggestive 
of corrupt Judah surrounded by corrupt idolatrous peoples. — 
Go ye, assemble all the beasts of the field: evidently the same 
sentence of floating prophecy (above, page 221} underlies this 
and Vision VI of Zion Redeemed ( Isaiah volume, page 182). 

yi. Go to Euphrates. It seems to me an impossibility to 
understand this (as many commentators do) of the river Euphra- 
tes : such a journey is obviously incompatible with the Emblem 
prophecy described. Hther there was some village so called 
near at hand: or else some less important name has been 
attracted into the well-known name of the great river. [Several 
places have been suggested, in which the change of letters or 
pointing would be slight] 

BOOK IV 

L A Rhapsody of the Drought. This portion of Jeremiah 
(chapters xiv and zv) is usually interpreted as a Dialogue of 
Intercession, with no speakers except God and the Prophet. 
No explanation of the chapters is entirely without difficulty; 
but the form adopted in the text seems to me the least difficult, 
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and by far the moit beautiful inteq>retation. (i) A great objec- 
tion to other viewi it the conclusion: it seemi impoisible, 
without straining, to make the Prophet guilty of any fault 
(mistrust, etc., is suggested) for which he should be invited 
to repent. Nor is it easy to see why the Prophet should speak 
the words, O Lord^ thou knowest : remember me^ etc. (chapter 
XV. 15-18), after the full assurance given him just before: 
Verily I will strengthen thee for good (xv. 11). Further, the 
Divine reply. If thou return^ then will I bring thee again . . . 
and if thou take forth the precious from the viUf etc. (chapter 
XV. 19) seems a natural reference to the * purged remnant' 
which throughout prophetic literature is the only portion of 
the nation to be saved. No doubt verses 20, 21 of chapter 
XV refer to Jeremiah ; but they are outside the rhapsody, being 
an epilogue added to this as to other important prophecies 
(compare Book I. i, ii). (2) In the two first speeches which 
I assign to the Repentant People (chapter xiv. 7-9, 19-22) 
the plural is uniformly used : and the descriptive passage open- 
ing the rhapsody has prepared us to hear Judah mourning. 
It is true that in the third speech assigned to the People 
(chapter xv. 15-18) the singular is used; but that speech 
immediately follows a speech of God (verses 12-14) in which 
the singular is used, and which undoubtedly is addressed to the 
People and not to the Prophet (3) The ordinary view ignores 
the marked distinction between " The Lord said unto in/ " in 
chapter xiv. 1 1 (contrast verse 10) and chapter xiv. 14 (compare 
17) and chapter xv. i, as compared with the usual formula, 
**The Lord said," in chapter xv. 11 (and 19). This luggetta

This prophecy is sugges- 
tive of an introduction to the Dooms of the Nations : and the 
Septuagint accordingly places these (Book X of the present, or 
Hebrew, arrangement) immediately after this section. On the 
whole, the order of the Hebrew version seems the more proba- 
ble. The enumeration of the nations has no conformity with 
the contents of Book X. These are introduced here for a 
different purpose; the peoples are imagined as hesitating to 
drink; they are reminded, / begin to work einl at the city which 
is called by my name^ and should ye be utterly unpunished? 
This indirect mode of emphasising the destruction of Jerusalem 
is rhetorically very powerful.

BOOK X 

The structure of these Dooms for the most part follows the 
form already discussed fully in the Isaiah volume of this series 
(pages 214-7). The actual Divine word of denunciation or 
threat has a form here represented by prose : this is accompanied 
or interrupted by (impersonal) lyrics, celebrating, or realising, 
or in some way dwelling upon the matter of the Divine word. 

i. This is different from most of the Doom Songs. It is a 
Ballad on the Battle of Carchemish : one of the ' decisive bat- 
tles ' of history, by which the question of supremacy between the 
two empires iii which the Israelitish world terminated — Baby- 
lon and Egypt — was finally determined in favour of Babylon. 
[Its structure is that of triplet stanzas with duplications.]
